PCGS. For a time, these massive fifty dollar gold pieces, called "ingots" in their day, were the only money the 
Assay Office could coin for the gold economy of California.

Crosby 1-A2, Noe-30, W-240, R.4. 10.8 gn. Small 2. A small 
plug is near the center, beneath the 1 in the date and opposite 
on the northeast portion of the tree. The lower obverse has a 
straight lamination and is moderately misaligned toward 6 o’clock. 
Otherwise, an attractive example with a well defined tree and 
generally clear and complete legends. Listed on page 36 of the 2012 
Guide Book. (#17) 


3002 1652 Oak Tree Threepence — Damaged — NGC Details. Fine. 
Crosby 6-B, Noe-28, W-310, R.4. 15.3 gn. No IN on obverse. All 
reverse legends are clear aside from the W in NEW, but the obverse 
displays uneven wear with only portions of the design evident. A 
wavy but unmarked steel-gray example of this scarce Massachusetts 
denomination. Listed on page 36 of the 2012 Guide Book. 

3003 1652 Oak Tree Sixpence — Plugged — NGC Details. VF. 
Crosby lb-D, Noe-22, W-400, R.5. 30.9 gn. IN on obverse. A 
plug is noted on the northeast portion of the tree and opposite 
above the 1 in the date. The area of the plug is reengraved with 
moderate skill. A wavy and oval silver-gray example with ample 
remaining design detail. Listed on page 37 of the 2012 Guide Book. 

3004 (1694) London Elephant Token, Thick Planchet Fine 15 PCGS. 
Hodder 2-B, W-12040, R.2. Hints of cinnamon and violet are 
present on this glossy, deep brown example. Planchet voids on the 
obverse and especially the reverse should not be mistaken for post- 
striking damage. Listed on page 44 of the 2012 Guide Book. (#55) 

3005 1723 Hibernia Farthing, DEI GRATIA MS64 Brown PCGS. 
CAC. Martin 3-Bc, W-12350, R.3. Reverse with 11 harpstrings. 
Well-defined and glossy with distinct blue overtones on deep 
chocolate-brown surfaces. Listed on page 42 of the 2012 Guide 
Book.(#176) 

3006 1773 Virginia Halfpenny, Period MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. 
CAC. Newman 22-S, W-1550, R.5. Bright copper-orange and 
duskier violet-brown shadings mingle on this lively and lovely 
Virginia halfpenny. Well struck and coined by dies that must have 
been freshly polished. Listed on page 43 of the 2012 Guide Book. 
Population: 95 in 64 Red and Brown, 8 finer (9/11).(#241) 


1776 Continental Dollar, VF25 
Newman 1-C, Late State 



3007 1776 Continental Dollar, CURENCY, Pewter VF25 PCGS. 
Newman 1-C, W-8445, R.3. This late die state has an internal 
cud connecting GI of FUGIO to the inner border above those 
letters, and the variety is seen w3586 

ith more frequency in this late die state than it is in earlier die states. 
Continental dollars were struck in pewter, brass, and silver, and 
those pieces in pewter are the only ones normally encountered. 
Brass and silver examples are extremely rare. 

This example has medium gray surfaces with splashes of darker 
steel toning. The design is somewhat indistinct as often found. For 
example, the tops of the two Ts in CONTINENTAL are barely 
visible, giving those letters the appearance of Is. This pleasing piece 
should garner considerable bidding interest. (#791) 

3008 1787 Massachusetts Cent, Horned Eagle VF35 NGC. Ryder 
2b-A, W-6040, R.3. The scarce early die state in which the break 
above the beak resembles an antenna more than a horn. This dark 
brown example is free from verdigris or planchet defects. One brief 
mark is noted beneath the star. Listed on page 57 of the 2012 Guide 
Book. (#305) 
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3009 1786 New Jersey Copper, Narrow Shield AU55 PCGS. Maris 
17-b, R.2. Straight Beam. A lightly circulated golden-brown state 
copper. Well centered and nicely struck. The UNU in UNUM and 
the base of the horse are moderately marked. A minor rim ding is 
on the reverse at 3 o’clock. Listed on page 66 of the 2012 Guide 
Book.

Traces of mint red emerge from crevices of this predominantly 
chocolate-brown Fugio copper. The strike is slightly incomplete 
here and there, but there are no remotely grade-limiting marks or 
flan detractions. Listed on page 83 of the 2012 Guide Book. (#883) 

3011 1787 Fugio Cent, UNITED STATES, Cinquefoils VF30 NGC. 
Newman 8-B, W-6740, R.3. This midgrade Fugio copper is 
chocolate-brown except for a mildly granular streak of blue-gray 
that crosses the sundial. The surfaces are unabraded and nicely 
defined with a hint of verdigris inside the rings. Listed on page 83 
of the 2012 Guide Book. (#889) 

1783 Breen-1012 Chalmers Shilling, XF45 
Long Worm Variety 


3012 1783 Chalmers Shilling, Long Worm XF45 NGC. CAC. Breen- 
1012, W-1790, R.4. Annapolis, Maryland, silversmith John 
Chalmers, a Revolutionary War officer, among his other life 
activities, issued small silver coins for use in local commerce. While 
not major rarities, the Long Worm and Short Worm shillings are 
scarce, especially in higher grades. This Choice XF specimen has 
deep gold and steel toning with pleasing surfaces and excellent 
eye appeal. A few minor scrapes on the reverse blend with the 
surrounding surfaces. Census: 2 in 45, 3 finer (10/11). (#595) 


1794 Talbot, Allum & Lee Cent, W-8590 
High-Grade PR65 Red and Brown 



3013 1794 Talbot, Allum & Lee Cent PR65 Red and Brown PCGS. 
Fuld-4, W-8590. The Talbot, Allum & Lee cents are unusual 
among the post-Colonial pieces of British origin in that they 
actually circulated in the United States to a fairly wide extent. 
More than 200,000 of these cents are believed to have been struck 
as advertising tokens, most dated 1794, but a sizeable number 
were dated 1795. The majority of them were unused, and the firm 
ultimately sold 2,990 pounds of them (an estimated 140,000 to 
150,000 tokens) to the U.S. Mint for use as half cent planchets. 

This proof was obviously never intended for circulation, and 
the high grade attests to its careful preservation. The fields are 
deeply mirrored with no distracting marks. The surfaces are mostly 
red, with the Red and Brown designation from PCGS likely a 
result of the blue accents seen on both sides. A close inspection 
reveals some subtle evidence of die spalling (often called die rust), 
which makes one question whether this piece was really struck 
in 1794. Conder tokens, which include the Talbot, Allum & Lee 
pieces, were sometimes struck for several years (sometimes as 
long as a decade) after their nominal date for sale to collectors. 
As a proof, this piece was certainly made for collectors, and it is 
possible that it was struck a few years after 1794. An interesting 
specimen for further study. Listed on page 72 of the 2012 Guide 
Book.

A Nicely Centered Impression 


3014 1793 — Environmental Damage — NGC Details. XF. C-3, B-3, 
R.3. Despite the NGC appellation, this is a pleasing half cent 
with considerable design definition remaining on both sides. The 
surfaces are dark chocolate-brown with microscopic roughness that 
fails to affect its overall eye appeal. The strike is nicely centered 
with complete borders on both sides, weakened only at the right 
obverse.

Smooth VF30 1795 Half Cent 
Plain Edge, C-6a 



3015 1795 Plain Edge VF30 NGC. C-6a, B-6a, R.2. A lovely golden- 
brown representative with unabraded surfaces and no sign of 
verdigris. Minor build-up outlines design elements. HALF CENT 
is lightly brought up, but the remainder of the design has even 
definition. There is no trace of a Talbot, Allum & Lee token 
undertype. MRB VF20. (#1018) 


1806 CH, B-3 Half Cent, MS64 Brown 
Small 6, No Stems 



3016 1806 Small 6, No Stems MS64 Brown NGC. C-l, B-3, R.l. 

Only one of the four known 1806 half cent varieties lacks stems 
adjacent to the ribbon bows on the reverse, instantly identifying 
the die combination. This Choice Mint State piece exhibits lovely 
medium to dark brown surfaces with traces of red luster in the 
protected areas close to the devices. A few scattered, trivial marks 
are present on each side as expected for the less than Gem grade.

1848 Restrike Half Cent, B-2, PR62 Red 


Rare With Red Color in Any Grade 



3017 1848 Restrike PR62 Red PCGS. B-2, High R.5. Small Berries, 
Doubled T in CENT. Although a collectible number of restrike 
proof 1848 half cents have survived, perhaps as many as 25 to 30 
in all grades, full Red specimens are very rare. Only PCGS has 
certified full Red Restrike 1848 half cents — four in total — one 
each in PR62, PR63, PR64, and PR66 grades. This is an intricately 
struck peach-red example with a few wispy streaks of lilac on the 
cheek. The grade is determined by a small cluster of faint marks 
beneath the T in CENT. Housed in an old green label holder. MRB

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LARGE CENTS 


1793 S-l, B-l Chain AMERI. Cent, VG10 
First Coinage at Philadelphia 



3018 1793 Chain AMERI. VG10 PCGS. CAC. S-l, B-l, R.4. The 

Chain AMERI. cent is the first of its kind issued at the Philadelphia 
Mint, the first variety of any coin ever struck at that facility. 
Although construction of the facility was completed late the previous 
year, all was not ready for actual coinage operation until the end of 
February 1793. The Chain cents, beginning with the AMERI. 
variety, were coined during the first several days of March. 

This pleasing medium olive example has lighter tan on the 
devices, with deeper steel toning in the peripheral fields. A few 
small laminations and other minuscule planchet marks are evident, 
but overall the surfaces are excellent for the grade. MRB VG7.

VG Details 1793 Chain Cent 
AMERICA, Sheldon-3 



3019 1793 Chain AMERICA — Environmental Damage — NGC 
Details. VG. S-3, B-4, Low R.3. This medium to deep brown 
representative is evenly porous and has a small bright area near 5 
o’clock on the obverse. However, all four date digits are legible, as 
are each of the letters in the reverse peripheral legend. Thus, the 
present cent is sharper than many survivors of this famous design 
type, the first coined by the fledgling U.S. Mint. MRB AG3. 


3020 1793 Chain Periods Genuine PCGS. S-4, B-5, R.3. The PCGS 
number ending in .97 suggests Environmental Damage as the 
reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin 
not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the details of a Poor 
specimen that has scratches and environmental damage. Although 
well worn, this cent possesses a bold chain, and ONE CENT is 
clear. The date and peripheral reverse legend are partly visible 
when viewed beneath a strong light. The 7 and 9 in the date are 
close, characteristic of the Periods variety. The obverse has several 
minor pinscratches, and a more noticeable pinscratch is on the 
lower reverse. The surfaces are mildly porous and slightly glossy 
from burnishing. The central reverse displays minor verdigris. MRB

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1793 Liberty Cap Cent, VF Details 
Scarce S-13 Variety 


1793 S-6 Wreath Cent, XF40 
The ‘ Sprung Die/ Vine and Bars Edge 



3021 1793 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars XF40 PCGS. CAC. S-6, B-7, 
R.3. Known as the Sprung Die variety, this representative clearly 
shows the horizontal die bulge in the left obverse that inspired the 
mnemonic. Although the die bulge extends through the hair to the 
jaw, this is an early die state. Later states have the bulge continuing 
to the right border, and a die crack eventually develops along the 
bulge. 

This pleasing example displays olive-brown and tan surfaces 
with splashes of mahogany on both sides. Scattered surface marks 
and faint scratches are visible on the obverse, while the reverse has 
a smooth and appealing appearance. A small obverse rim bruise is 
evident at 4 o’clock. MRB VF30. (#1347) 


1793 S-llc Wreath Cent, XF Details 
Lettered Edge 



3022 1793 Wreath Cent, Lettered Edge — Corrosion — NGC Details. 
XF. S-llc, B-16c, R.3. Both sides exhibit sharp details with nearly 
complete border beads. The sharpness is at least XF, and some 
might say AU. The surfaces are deep steel-brown with considerable 
corrosion and other minor blemishes. This piece is ideal for the 
collector who seeks a sharply defined Wreath cent at an affordable 
price. MRB Fine 15.

1793 Liberty Cap — Environmental Damage — NGC Details. 
VF. S-13, B-20, Low R.4. The L in LIBERTY nearly touches 
the beaded denticle above, and there is a triple leaf at OF on the 
reverse, identifying the scarce S-13 variety. The S-13 was voted the 
most beautiful of all the 1793 varieties in Darwin Palmer, Jr.’s poll 
of EAC members. This piece retains VF sharpness on the design 
elements, but the planchet exhibits slight porosity on both sides. In 
addition, a couple of linear defects are present in a closely aligned 
pattern on both sides. The surfaces are a pleasing chocolate brown. 
A specimen of this variety was purchased by Joseph Mickley at the 
Edward Cogan Collection (Cogan, 11/1858) for $7.25, probably 
the discovery appearance, although die varieties were little-studied 
at that time. MRB VG10. 
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3024 1796 Liberty Cap — Corrosion — NGC Details. XF. S-81, B-2, 
R.3. Luster shimmers from the legends, wreath, and hair of this 
final-year Liberty Cap cent. The NT in CENT is absent due to an 
otherwise sharp strike. The surfaces are intermittently moderately 
granular and a pinscratch is beneath the chin. MRB VF25. 


1797 S-138 Draped Bust Cent, AU58 
Early Die State 



3025 1797 Reverse of 1797, Stems AU58 PCGS. S-138, B-20, R.l. 

Breen Die State III, or slightly later, with a die crack from the Y 
down into the field opposite the chin. This piece has virtual Mint 
State sharpness with minor surface roughness on each side, but 
overall it is an attractive example with mottled tan and medium 
brown surfaces. MRB XF45. (#1422) 


3026 1807/6 Large 7 XF45 PCGS. S-273, B-3, R.l. Luster emerges 
from the curls and lettering of this medium brown example. A few 
minor marks on the right obverse field are of no import. Prominent 
clash marks near the devices and buckling on the field near the 
shoulder suggest a late die state. MRB XF40.(#1528) 


1811/10 S-286 Classic Head Cent, AU50 
Bold Overdate 



3027 1811/0 AU50 PCGS. S-286, B-2, R.3. The overdate feature on 
the 1811/10 large cent is boldly visible without magnification on this 
popular variety. A small die bulge below the overdate may have resulted 
from the repunching that occurred before the die was used. 

Housed in a green-label holder, this pleasing deep steel example 
has bold detail with glossy surfaces. The reverse shows minor raised 
surface roughness that has little effect on the overall presentation. 
Most surviving examples show similar surface roughness, sometimes 
attributed to the corrosive effects of the salt water during 
transportation of planchets from England before these coins were 
struck. MRB VF35. (#1558) 


3028 1811 — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. VF. S-287, B-l, 
R.2. The deeply toned surfaces display olive and lilac undertones. 
Faint pinscratches outline the bust, and a few shallow strike¬ 
throughs, as issued, are noted with the wreath. The Classic Head 
type is typically encountered in heavily worn grades. MRB Fine 12. 

3029 1820 Large Date MS64 Brown PCGS. N-13, R.l. Rich olive- 
brown color throughout with a more blue-brown area at star 12 on 
the obverse. This green label example is identified easily as N-13, 
later die state, thanks to the encircling die crack linking all stars. 
MRB AU50.(#1615) 

3030 1844 MS63 Brown PCGS. CAC. N-l, R.l. This late die state 
has rim cuds visible outside the dentils below the date. Both sides 
have satin luster with attractive olive-brown surfaces. MRB MS60. 
(#1856) 

3031 1851 MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. CAC. N-29, R.2. Orange- 
red outlines design elements, while the open fields and Liberty’s 
cheek and neck are rich olive-brown. The devices are sharply 
struck aside from a few star centers. A die lump above the E in 
LIBERTY is characteristic of this variety. MRB MS63.(#1893) 
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3032 1853 MS64 Brown PCGS. CAC. N-6, R.l. Grellman Die State 
b with a mint-made orange-peel texture at the margins. Generally 
chocolate-brown but glimpses of the initial crimson-red outline the 
stars and LIBERTY. Well preserved despite one small mark on the 
cheek. MRBMS62.(#1901) 

3033 1853 MS66 Brown NGC. N-10, R.l. A lovely Premium Gem, 
this N-10 cent is from the middle die state, and likely from the 
hoard that Grellman mentions for that state. The obverse is mostly 
lustrous medium brown with splashes of orange mint color, while 
the reverse is mostly mint orange with some brown toning. An 
attractive example. MRB MS63. Census: 78 in 66 Brown, 6 finer 
(9/11), for all 1853 varieties.(#1901) 

3034 1856 Slanted 5 MS66 Red and Brown NGC. N-2, R.l. Grellman 
Die State f. A lustrous high grade Mature Head cent. Brick-red 
dominates the borders, although open areas are deep steel-gray. 
Marks and carbon are essentially absent. The neck and central 
reverse display minor, shallow mint-made strike-throughs. MRB 
MS63.(#1923) 

FLYING EAGLE CENTS

Snow-9 1856 Flying Eagle Cent, MS61 


3035 1856 MS61 ANACS. Snow-9. This die pairing is associated with 
proof strikes, although the small-sized ANACS holder designates 
the coin as a business emission. The fields are more reflective than 
satiny, and the devices are fully struck save for slight blending of 
detail on the eagles breast. We suggest that bidders who desire to 
ensure proof or commercial status examine the lot in person. 

The obverse border and the central reverse are orange-gold, a 
dash of rose-red is present above the wreath ribbon, and the 
remainder of the coin is chestnut-gold. One slender mark crosses 
the tail feathers, and the left obverse field is minutely granular. An 
important representative of this famous issue, which during the 
19th century was considered an essential addition to an advanced 
numismatic cabinet. (#2013) 


1856 Flying Eagle Cent, MS64 
Flashy Snow-9 


3036 1856 MS64 PCGS. Snow-9. Specialists disagree even among 
themselves whether a particular 1856 Flying Eagle cent is a business 
strike or a proof. PCGS decided at some point during the prior 
decade to certify all examples of the issue as proofs, regardless of 
die pair. It is clear that most Snow-3 pieces are business strikes, 
and most Snow-9 pieces are proofs, but there are certain coins that 
leave some room for doubt. The present near-Gem is fully struck, 
from a force sufficient to create a prominent wire rim on the left 
reverse border. The fields are flashy and lack any indication of 
abrasion, though a few small olive-gray freckles are noted. Satin 
luster illuminates design elements.

PROOF FLYING EAGLE CENTS 


1857 Flying Eagle Cent, MS65 
Only 13 Finer PCGS Specimens 


3037 1857 MS65 PCGS. CAC. Following a varied production of Flying 
Eagle cents dated 1856 — which are are technically patterns, even 
though they are often collected with the regular-issue series — 
production began in earnest in 1857 with a mintage that exceeded 
17 million coins. Few of those survive as fine as this Gem, with its 
frosty tan luster and bold design elements. Only a few minuscule 
marks and tiny spots are evident on each side, preventing a higher 
grade. PCGS has certified 13 finer pieces (10/11). (#2016) 

3038 1857 Obverse Die Clash With Half Dollar MS64 PCGS. CAC. 
Snow-9, FS-402. A strange muling of dies for a half dollar reverse 
and cent obverse led to a prominent clash on the latter. The 
obverse die was then paired with a normal reverse die to coin cents, 
including the present high-grade example. Lustrous and well- 
preserved with selected softness of strike on the cotton leaves, beak, 
and tail. Population: 3 in 64, 2 finer (9/11).(#373 75) 

3039 1858/7 AU50 PCGS. CAC. Snow-1, FS-301. The corner of the 
7 at top right of the final 8 is faint, but the die dot in the field above 
the date is plain. Lightly worn with a degree of bluish encrustation 
at the margins of the medium-brown surfaces. For the variety, 
Population: 5 in 50, 90 finer (10/11).(#2022) 

1858 Flying Eagle Cent, MS65 
Large Letters Obverse 


3040 1858 Large Letters MS65 PCGS. High Leaves, Closed N in ONE. 
The bottoms of AM are joined on the Large Letters variety, and 
separated on the Small Letters variety. This Large Letters Gem is 
an exceptional example with frosty golden-tan luster and sharp 
details. A few dark specks prevent a higher grade. PCGS has only 
certified 27 finer examples (10/11). (#2019) 


Legendary 1856 Flying Eagle Cent 
AU Details, Snow-3 


3041 1856 — Whizzed — NGC Details. Proof AU. Snow-3. 

Designated as a proof by NGC, although specialists generally regard 
Snow-3 as a business strike. The present coin has an unbroken 
wire rim on both sides. Whizzed to pass as Uncirculated, although 
a whisper of wear on the eagle’s breast indicates a momentary stint 
in 19th century commerce. The surfaces are bright orange-gold and 
the obverse field is minutely granular. The obverse rim has a small 
nick at 10 o’clock, and a shallow strike-through (as coined) affects 
the ST in STATES. (#203 7) 
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Well-Struck 1856 Flying Eagle Cent, PR58 



3042 1856 PR58 PCGS. CAC. Snow-9. A sharply struck chocolate- 
brown specimen of one of the most historic issues in American 
numismatics. Graded PR58 despite the absence of any obvious 
high-point friction. The slight color change on the eagle’s breast 
and the crest of the wing could merely be toning, but was enough 
to convince the third party graders. The underlying surfaces are 
well-preserved, though we note a whisper of carbon on the right 
obverse field, a small flan flaw (as made) beneath the left upright 
of the N in CENT, and a pair of faint hair-thin marks near the C 
in CENT and the N in ONE.

The obverse is honey-gold with occasional hints of steel-blue, 
while the reverse is medium brown with lighter tan toning near 
the margin. Minute granularity on the breast feathers, on the crest 
of the front wing, and near the top of the wreath are of minimal

only 1858 Large Letters proof die pair listed in Rick Snow’s 2001 
reference. Tiny file marks (as made) from the dentils beneath the 
date are diagnostic. Snow estimated only 100 Large Letters proofs 
were struck, a figure repeated in the 2012 Guide Book. Per Snow, 
they “have deep mirrors and needle sharp strikes - unmistakable 
as proofs.” The present specimen has absolute definition on the 
eagle’s breast and the veins of the cotton leaves. The fields show 
greater reflectivity than seen on other Flying Eagle proof issues, 
particularly the restrike Snow-9 1856. The honey-gold surfaces 
are devoid of abrasions, and only pinpoint carbon limits the grade.

3045 1859 MS64+ PCGS. FS-301, Snow-1. The repunched date 
shows most strongly to the southwest of the 8. Snow-1 is one of 
the most sought-after varieties of the Indian cent series. This piece 
is well-struck, with vibrant mint luster and original red surfaces.

The certified 
population data reveals a 3:1 ratio, but when one accounts for 
resubmissions of the rare and highly desirable 1794, the true ratio 
likely comes closer to that implied by the mintages. 

The near-Mint specimen is mostly lavender with hints of gold 
and pink toning on both sides. A number of prominent die cracks 
are seen along with several obverse clash marks. There are no 
individually significant abrasions.

3302 1876 MS67 PCGS Secure. CAC. The twenty cent piece was 
born out of Free Silver movement, an important political lobby 
that perceived the gold standard as a threat to poorer citizens, 
particularly farmers and silver miners. In the early 1870s many of 
the world’s preeminent powers, including Germany, France, and 
the Latin Monetary Union, adopted the gold standard and either 
suspended or demonetized silver coinage. 

The Mint Act of February 12, 1873, deemed the Crime of ‘73 
by the silver interests, discontinued the silver dollar (as well as 
the two cent piece, silver three cent piece, and the half dime) and 
reduced the weights of the remaining silver coins to further widen 
the ratio between gold and silver. This was the de facto adoption 
of the gold standard by the United States. The actions by the U.S. 
and other countries, combined with the discovery of massive silver 
deposits in Nevada during the prior decade, greatly diminished the 
value of silver. 

The Free Silver movement argued for the free coinage of silver: 
unlimited production of silver coins at a ratio that maintained 
their value relative to gold. This inflationary policy would benefit 
debtors, many of whom were farmers, because it would dramatically 
lower the real amount that would have to be paid back to the 
banks (inflation makes preexisting debts cheaper), and would be 
an obvious boon to the silver mine owners. 

The Act of March 3, 1875 was the first piece of legislation 
passed by the silver interests and it authorized production of a 
silver twenty cent piece. Although the case was made that there 
was a need for small denomination coins in the West, the twenty 
cent piece was simply unnecessary because the dime and quarter 
already filled that void. In the first year of the denomination more 
than 1 million pieces were struck; the following year, 1876, fewer 
than 25,000 circulation strikes were produced. Only 14,640 of 
these coins were struck at the Philadelphia Mint. 

On the other hand, in 1876 the dime and quarter each had 
mintages of more than 30 million pieces, easily supplying enough 
small change for the rural states. The twenty cent piece was simply 
redundant and production of circulation issues ceased in 1876 after 
only two years. (Proofs were manufactured for another two years 
before the denomination was completely abandoned.) 

From a lowly mintage of just 14,640 pieces, this MS67 specimen 
is a remarkable survivor. It is tied with only two other examples for 
the status of finest certified at PCGS, and NGC does not report 
any examples higher (9/11). Attractive shades of blue and lilac 
cover both sides. The design definition is razor-sharp with the 
only softness observed on a couple of stars. As one would expect 
from the grade the surfaces are virtually immaculate. Flashy luster 
throughout the fields adds to the eye appeal. (#5299)

1796 Quarter, Rare and Desirable MS63 
First Year of the Denomination, B-2 Variety 
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3304 1796 MS63 PCGS. B-2, R.3. The Mint Act of 1792 authorized coinage in denominations that ranged from milles (1/1000 of a 
dollar) to eagles. Pattern cents, half dismes, dismes, and quarters were produced in 1792, but only the half dismes were produced 
in any significant quantity, believed to be between 1,500 and 2,000 specimens. By September 1792 construction of the first 
United States Mint in Philadelphia was essentially completed and early the following year half cents and cents were struck. 

The Mint Act, however, required that the Chief Coiner and Assayer each post a bond of $10,000 in order to coin precious 
metal, and this huge sum delayed production of gold and silver coins. Jefferson pushed Congress to lower the amounts, and on 
March 3, 1794 an act reduced the bonds to $5,000 for the Chief Coinage and $1,000 for the Assayer. Production 
of dollars came first, and in December 1794 half dollars were struck. In February 1795 half dimes were struck, dated 1794, and 
gold half eagles and eagles were issued later that year. Dimes, quarters, and quarter eagles were not struck until 1796. 

These final three denominations were relatively unimportant in commerce and few were minted. The 1796 quarter had a mintage of just 
6,146 pieces, which were delivered in four batches: 1,800 on April 9,2,530onMay27, l,564onJune 14, and 252 on February 28,1797. These were 
struck from two obverse dies and one reverse die. The two die varieties are easily identified by the position of the date: on Browning-1 the 6 is low 
and evenly spaced between the bust and the denticles, while on Browning-2 (this piece) the 6 is high and nearly touches the bust. The first variety, 
B-l, is a High R.4, which ranks it somewhat rarer than the R.3 B-2. Both varieties, however, are rightfully considered very scarce. 

The second Director of the Mint, Henry William DeSaussure, made it a priority to improve the designs of United States coinage. Although 
he lasted only a few months at the post, DeSaussure was able to contract Gilbert Stuart, one of the most prominent American portraitists, to 
design a figure of Liberty to replace the Flowing Hair style used on the first silver coins. Stuart’s contribution was the Draped Bust design, which 
first appeared on the silver dollar in late 1795 and on all silver coins the following year. (The short-lived Small Eagle reverse was designed 
by the relatively unskilled John Eckstein.) Although the great sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens is well known in numismatic circles for his 
coinage designs in the early 20th century, the equally important Gilbert Stuart’s work more than 100 years earlier is often ignored. 

With a mintage of 6,146 coins, the 1796 was destined to be an elusive issue from the start. A small number appear to have been saved as first- 
year representatives by the American public. The dollar and half dollar may have had too high a face value for most people to afford, the half dime, 
dime and quarter afforded an opportunity for some better off Americans to save an example of the country’s earliest silver coinage. 

Breen (1988) writes that Colonel E. H. R. Green, famous for his ownership of the 1913 nickels, amassed a hoard of more than 
200 Uncirculated 1796 quarters. Population figures from NGC and PCGS, however, reveal that the number reported by Breen is a 
gross exaggeration. Both services combined report a mere 63 examples in all Mint State grades, and when one accounts for multiple 
submissions of the same coin, the true number of Uncirculated survivors is probably fewer than 50 — perhaps dramatically less. 

The present example boasts deep reddish-gold and lavender tones across both sides. The strike is outstanding, with the only noteworthy 
weakness at the center of the eagle and the upper right of the wreath, undoubtedly a result of positioning the obverse and reverse high 
points directly opposite. There are no distracting marks on either side. PCGS reports a total of 10 submission events at the MS63 level 
and only a dozen finer examples are reported (9/11). A magnificent specimen that appeals to type, date, series, and ultra rarity collectors.

As hard as it may be for 
present day numismatists to imagine, collectors of the 19th century 
ignored mintmarks and in 1901 — only eight years after Heaton’s 
treatise was first published — most would have overlooked the 
S-mintmark below the eagle. Very few 1901-S quarters were saved 
because the Philadelphia Mint issue from that year had a mintage 
of nearly 9 million pieces; more than enough to satisfy all collector 
demand. (The 190DO had a mintage of more than 1.6 million 
pieces.) 

This specimen has pale gray coloration on the devices, while 
the fields display occasional tan accents. Peppered abrasions are 
seen on both sides, as one would expect from the grade, and there 
are a few shallow marks on Liberty’s cheek.

The 1857 dollar’s mintage of 94,000 
pieces is low, but it does not fully explain the rarity of this issue 
today. The rising price of silver in the late 1840s and early 1850s 
led the intrinsic value of U.S. silver coins to be higher than the 
face value. By 1857, the melt value of a silver dollar was nearly 
five cents higher than its denomination, and vast quantities were 
exported overseas where the coins were traded as bullion. The 
Mint Act of 1853 reduced the weight of the subsidiary silver coins 
(half dime, dime, quarter, and half dollar), but it did not affect the 
dollar and barely improved the domestic circulation of the other 
denominations. Few 1857 dollars remained stateside, and only a 
tiny fraction of these were saved. 

Mint State examples are quite elusive; NGC and PCGS 
combined report 26 pieces in MS64 (four of which are Prooflike) 
with only four finer (10/11). This attractively toned Choice 
Uncirculated specimen boasts deep rose-gold and violet toning 
across both sides. The peripheral obverse details are a touch soft, 
but the central design elements are bold. Flashy luster is seen

Mint State examples are highly elusive: NGC and PCGS 
combined have graded only 35 such specimens. At the MS62 level, 
NGC reports six pieces (plus one in MS62 Prooflike) with only 
five finer (9/11). This brilliant representative boasts semiprooflike 
fields, as often seen on silver dollars from the 1840s and 1850s. The 
peripheral design details are sharply defined, while the centers are 
a trifle soft. There are no individually significant marks. A pleasing

3531 1916-D MS65 Full Bands PCGS. The 1916-D Mercury 
dime, along with the other issues in the series, is a perennial 
favorite among collectors in all levels of preservation. This was 
apparently not always the case, however. David Lange writes 
in his 2005 Mercury Dimes reference, for example: “Though 
countless Americans saved one or more pieces of the Mercury 
Dime upon its release in 1916 ... there doesn’t appear to have 
been widespread interest in collecting the entire series by date 
and mint.” 

The real popularity of the issue, and of Mercury dimes and 
other contemporary U.S. coins in general, appears to have begun 
in the mid-1930s with the introduction of the first coin boards. 
Lange indicates that these boards were invented by J.K. Post in 
Neenah, Wisconsin who contracted with Whitman Publishing 
Company to mass produce them. These were replaced by more 
efficient and sophisticated albums in the ensuing decades, 
further encouraging coin collecting by date and mintmark. 

Several other factors appear to have stimulated Mercury 
dime collecting in the 1930s and 1940s, which of course 
continues through the present day. First, saving ten cent pieces 
is not an undue hardship, even for those on low budgets, helping 
to ensure completion, or near completion, of the set. Second, 
the key 1916-D is not an insurmountably rare date. True, Mint 
State specimens such as the present Gem offering are difficult 
at all levels, but circulated coins can be located with a bit of 
patience and savings through Very Fine condition. And the 
1916-D is really the only key date that needs to be acquired, 
unless one branches out into the overdates. Third, the beauty of 
the Mercury dime’s design has certainly encouraged collectors 
over the years and the sheer aesthetic appeal of the design has 
compelled a number of collectors to pursue this series. 

This Gem has satiny mint luster and is mostly brilliant. As 
expected, both sides display granular surfaces and there are no 
reportable abrasions.

Roger Burdette relates in 
Renaissance of American Coinage 1916-1921 that branch mint dies 
of the new design were created but went unused. The actual launch 
of the 1916 quarters was delayed until late 1916 due to the earlier 
development of the final designs for the dime and half dollar. The 
Mint apparently thought the minuscule production of 52,000 coins 
would be enough to stave off a treasure hunt, but it was not. The 
first-year type coin 1916 is eagerly pursued in all grades. This is one 
of the better-preserved examples, and probably one of less than 
a hundred known today in MS63 Full Head. The strike is evenly 
impressed over each side with good definition on the rivets, gown 
lines, and eagle’s breast feathers. The surfaces have the expected

3862 1892-CC MS64+ PCGS. CAC. Dazzling luster sweeps this 
minimally toned and fully struck Carson City silver dollar.

The 1892-CC is considerably scarcer 
than its 1891-CC predecessor but is more often encountered than

Fantastic Condition Rarity 



3865 1892-S MS61 PCGS. Few issues in the Morgan dollar series 
have benefited so much from the certification-service era as the 
1892-S. Before the advent of certified grading, the 1892-S was 
subject to considerable debate as to the true condition of any 
given example, with the so-called “sliders” consuming much 
of the attention. An atmosphere of mutual mistrust between 
collectors and dealers, as detailed in contemporary references 
such as Wayne Miller’s The Morgan and Peace Dollar Textbook 
from 1982, led to depressed volume and depressed prices, even 
for coins of indisputably Mint State quality. 

This was a pity, as it was well-known even then that the 
1892-S was a condition rarity in Mint State. The certified 
grading services, once they had encapsulated enough coins to 
put relative populations into focus, proved it once and for all: 
of the 1.2 million pieces struck, the vast majority were either 
lost or worn. The combined certified figures list just 96 pieces 
in MS61 or better (9/11), a startling bit of hard data for an issue 
that is not an obvious rarity based on population alone. 

At first glance, this 1892-S Morgan dollar in MS61 appears 
to be a much finer coin, especially if the viewer takes in the 
reverse alone. On the other side, while the warm luster under 
light gold-to-gray toning remains the same, the condition does 
not. Numerous fine abrasions are present on the portrait, and a 
narrow but lengthy vertical defect descends from close to the 
corner of Liberty’s mouth into the field below. Nonetheless, this 
is an important survivor that commands respect. Population: 5

Nicely detailed, especially 
on the right (facing) wing. The diagnostic die line is present at the 
central top of the T in LIBERTY. (#7226)

3876 1893-S — Whizzed — NGC Details. AU. Like so many lightly 
circulated key date silver dollars during the era prior to third party 
circulation, the present piece was whizzed with a mechanical brush.

“brilliant uncirculated.” Unnaturally sembprooflike with light wear 
at the centers and criss-cross patches of fine hairlines throughout 
the fields.

In his Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars , 
Bowers writes: “Mint State examples of the 1894-0 dollar are 
often wretched in appearance.” This brilliant Choice Uncirculated 
specimen certainly bucks the trend and displays ample luster 
across minimally abraded surfaces. At the MS64+ level, PCGS has 
certified 34 examples and only nine pieces finer, all in MS65 (9/11).

In our opinion, 
this coin has the details of a proof specimen that has questionable 
color. This is a well struck specimen with attractive forest-green, 
lavender, and chestnut-gold toning.(#7326) 


Richly Contrasted 1894 Morgan Dollar 
PR65+ Deep Cameo 



3918 1894 PR65+ Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. The 1894 Morgan dollar 
is always a popular date due to the low mintage of business strikes, a 
meager 110,000 pieces. Gem examples of the 1894 business strikes 
are so expensive that many collectors may find the present Deep 
Cameo Gem proof a more than acceptable alternative. This is a 
coin that certainly needs no apology, with marvelous, rich contrast 
between profoundly mirrored fields and thickly frosted devices. 
The surfaces are untoned, the strike is full throughout, and only a 
couple of minor contact marks on Liberty’s lower neck appear to 
preclude an even finer grade. This is the only PR65+ Deep Cameo 
at PCGS, with a single PR67 Deep Cameo finer (10/11). (#97329)

Key, Proof-Only Year 



3919 1895 PR64 Cameo NGC. CAC. Even relatively recent 
recruits to the many pleasures of numismatics can cite the two 
figures relevant to the 1895 Morgan dollar: 880 proofs, 12,000 
business strikes. Those are the two data that are the subject of 
so much conjecture and speculation, the former unremarkable, 
save for the complete absence of the latter. 

Although Mint records indicate a delivery of 12,000 
business strikes in June 1895, no examples have ever turned 
up in any collection. If the 1895 business strikes were indeed 
produced, they must have been melted in the Pittman Act 
meltings of 1918 and afterward. (And a quantity of 12 bags 
[1,000 coins each] of 1895-dated dollars would scarcely be 
noticed among the 270,000 bags of dollars, all told, melted at 
that time.) Another possibility is that the dollars produced were 
dated 1894; although researchers such as Roger Burdette have 
put extensive time and effort into this numismatic conundrum, 
we may never know the answer with certainty. 

In any case, unless a business strike 1895 does surface 
someday, we are left with the 880 proof Morgan dollars. In an 
article in the Coin Dealer Newsletter Monthly Supplement dated 
Sept. 10, 2010, author Barry Chappell points out that only the 
first few strikes from fresh proof dies each year would qualify 
for the Ultra or Deep Cameo designation. That is not news to 
seasoned collectors. However, then he makes a more interesting 
point, that the 1895 proof Morgan is within the “sweet spot” of 
Cameo or Ultra/Deep Cameo examples: 

“1893 to 1899 is without a doubt the ‘sweet spot’ of Mor¬ 
gan Dollar production. Many of the coins in the 1890’s 
have drop dead gorgeous toning. Incredibly gorgeous 
Ultra Cameo exist for all years, with 1896 being the 
most populous. If you are looking to buy a Proof Morgan 
Dollar with the utmost Cameo contrast and in a condi¬ 
tion almost identical to the day it was made, then 1896 
is the year for you. ... 

“Everybody talks about the 1895 Morgan Dollar. Yes, the 
1895’s tend to be one of the most expensive coins in put¬ 
ting together a high-grade Proof Morgan Dollar set, but 
the coins tend to be available.” 

Available in the abstract or not, 1895 Morgans as attractive 
as this PR64 Cameo example seldom come up for auction. A 
gold-gray overtone adds a touch of color to the charcoal-and- 
white contrast on each side. Strong mirrors show just a few faint 
hairlines and a couple of contacts on the reverse. Census: 32 in

A perusal of the certified 
populations will certainly drive the point home, and when one 
stops to ponder it, it is not at all mystifying. The large Morgan 
silver dollar proofs were available for a paltry few cents over face 
value, either from the Mint or in the secondary market, and quite 
a few of them got tossed around over the decades. They were also 
far more commonplace than proof gold coins. A proof double eagle, 
about the same size as a proof Morgan dollar, was much more likely 
to be carefully preserved. 

This Superb Gem is brightly mirrored with rich color but a 
different palette on each side. The obverse offers variegated pastel 
shades of blue, rose, golden, and lilac. The reverse is mostly fiery 
red complemented by dabs of blue and yellow. This piece is among 
the few finest of the issue, technically and aesthetically, at NGC.

3923 1903 PR64 PCGS. Starting in 1902, the Philadelphia Mint used 
an alhbrilliant finish on many proof coins, abandoning the frosty 
devices of earlier years. The present coin is a perfect example of 
this “chrome” effect, with brightly reflective surfaces throughout 
and areas of gold and brown toning. The devices are well-struck 
with just a hint of softness on the hair above the ear.

3936 1927 MS65 NGC. From a mintage of just 848,000 pieces, the 
1927 Peace dollar is quite scarce in Gem condition. This sharply 
detailed Gem possesses vibrant mint luster, attractive light gold

3937 1927 MS65 PCGS. This brilliant and highly lustrous Gem features 
white color and smooth surfaces. There are a few contact marks, as 
expected for the grade, but none is particularly intrusive. The strike 
appears to be a bit weak on IN GOD and on the first numeral in

3938 1927-D MS64 NGC. Golden-tan and aqua freckles overlie 
lustrous pearl-gray fields and devices. A crisply struck near-

Always in Demand 



3947 1934-S MS64 PCGS. A few scattered surface marks, almost 
exclusively in the left obverse field, limit the grade of this splendid 
near-Gem. Both sides have frosty silver luster with no evidence of 
toning. The 1934'S has always been considered a key to the Peace 
dollar set in all Mint State grades. (#7377) 


3948 1935-S MS65 NGC. Four rays beneath ONE. This ephemeral 
subtype was used only on a minority of 1935-S dollars.

3949 1979-P Wide Rim MS67 NGC. This spectacular Superb Gem 
displays razor-sharp definition on all design elements, with brilliant 
surfaces and vibrant mint luster, The Wide Rim variety is much 
scarcer than its Narrow Rim counterpart.

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PROOF GOLD DOLLARS 


1856 Gold Dollar, PR65 Ultra Cameo 
Deeply Reflective, Sharply Contrasted 
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4157 1856 Slanted 5 PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC. Ex: Simpson. Any proof coins produced by the Mint before 1858 are downright 
rare; gold proof coins are doubly so. The 1856 gold dollars, the first P-mint issues of the Type Three series, were manufactured 
with two date styles, the Upright 5 and Slanted 5 (the Guide Book calls it the Slanting 5). The large commercial production was 
more than 1.7 million coins, an apparent Mint attempt to spur acceptance of the so-far-unpopular denomination. 

The business strikes were accompanied by an undoubtedly minuscule manufacture of proof gold dollars; the estimate 
often given is 10 to 15 pieces. In the June 2002 issue of The Numismatist , Craig Krueger and John W. Dannreuther 
“present observations on numeral styles that relate to all denominations and types” in an article titled “A New Slant on Coins 
1850-56.” The authors first point out that the technical term “italic” is preferred for a type style with characters that themselves 
slant, rather than an upright numeral or character that is merely entered into the die on a slanting angle. 

Krueger and Dannreuther note that it was an 1856 gold dollar, lot 586 in the August 1941 ANA auction conducted 
by Ira S. Reed, that provided the “first clue to the slanting-digit trend.” The same Upright 5 dollar later reappeared in the 
Stack’s October 1992 auction of the Floyd T. Starr Collection, where it was cataloged as a proof. 

The writers comment concerning the appearance of the Starr Collection coin: 

“When the same coin appeared [in the Starr Collection] of U.S. coins (Lot 1085), the following commentary was included in the 
description: 

‘Breen has speculated that the Upright 5 [1856 gold dollar] variety was coined first, using the Half Dime date logotype, and that the 
Slanting 5 variety followed, using the Quarter Eagle date logotype. The former is known only from one or two obverse dies while the latter 
accounts for 24 dies. It is equally possible that the Upright 5 variety was the last to be struck, and not the first. When the date designs of all 
federal coinages struck 1855-1856 are examined it is clear that there was a trend away from the Slanting 5 design in favor of the Upright 5 
for all denominations. There are some exceptions (the 1856 Gold Dollar and the 1856 large cent are the only two), but all others (save the 

1855 Half Dime and Eagle, both of which had Upright 5’s in 1855) show italic 5’s in their dates in 1855 but upright ones in 1856. In this 
scenario, the 1856 Upright 5 Proof Gold Dollar was struck as an example of the new date adopted for the denomination in 1856.’ 

“Clearly, our research definitively supports the latter proposition: that the 1856 ‘Upright 5’ gold dollar came after and not before the ‘Slanting 
5’ gold dollar variety. After examining all U.S. coin denominations in the collections of the Smithsonian Institution and the American 
Numismatic Society, it is irrefutable that the 5 in all denominations of U.S. coinage was italic between 1850 and 1856, and that upright, 
non-italic date logotypes followed their slanting counterparts.” 

More recently, research by Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth has revealed that all of the proof 1856 gold dollars are of the Slanted 
5 variety; the Upright 5 in the Starr Collection, “which Breen believed to be Proof, was actually a prooflike business strike.” 

The present Gem Ultra Cameo NGC coin is among nine to 15 pieces that we believe exist today, based on the Census we developed for 
a PR66 Star Ultra Cameo example in our FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2010), lot 2091, which realized $86,250. The following roster of proof 

1856 gold dollars presents nine known and apparently distinctive specimens, with six others that may or may not be duplicates:

4207 1863 PR60 PCGS. CAC. The rarity and importance of the 
1863 quarter eagle were recognized almost as soon as the coins 
were issued. The low proof-only mintage figure of 30 pieces 
was widely publicized, and the issue was avidly sought-after by 
contemporary collectors. The 1863 began to appear at auction 
as early as the sale of the John F. McCoy Collection, conducted 
by W. Elliot Woodward in May 1864. Woodward was probably 
the most prominent coin dealer of the 1860s, and the McCoy 
sale set a record for prices realized up to that time, with a total 
of more than $13,000. Lot 1992 of the sale featured a gold proof 
set of 1863. Woodward disclosed: 

“1863 Proof set, with 10 Dollar Piece, and four smaller 
denominations. Of the Quarter Eagle of 1863, I have 
positive knowledge that only 30 pieces were struck; 
hence this coin is now one of the rarest of the series. I 
am also assured that the 3 Dollar Piece is scarcely less 
rare.” 

The lot realized $72.50 to William A. Lilliendahl, a 
tremendous price at the time, since the coins were only minted 
the year before. By 1883, Harold P. Newlin estimated about the 
1863 “not half a dozen of these are now known to collectors.” 
Of course, a few more specimens have surfaced since Newlin’s 
time. In their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins 1795-1933, Jeff 
Garrett and Ron Guth estimate a surviving population of 15-20 
examples of this date in all grades. This is only the seventh time 
Heritage has been privileged to offer an 1863 quarter eagle in 
any of our auctions since 1993. 

The present coin is an attractive PR60 example, with sharply 
detailed design elements and brightly reflective yellow-gold 
fields that display highlights of green and orange. A number 
of minor hairlines and contact marks are evident on both 
sides, explaining the grade. Housed in a green label holder.

4208 1879 PR65 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. The year 1879 was 
a historic one at the U.S. Mint. Parity between gold, silver, 
and currency was achieved for the first time in decades, and 
the Mint produced the first of its Stella issues, among the most 
famous American gold coins. A generous mintage of 88,960 
quarter eagle circulation strikes would accompany a stingy 
complement of 30 proofs. Akers says the proofs of this year are 
“extremely rare and are less often seen than the more highly 
regarded proofs of 1863 or 1875.” 

The present Gem Deep Cameo specimen displays 
outstanding contrast on each side. The reverse fields show 
pronounced orange-peel texture, while the obverse shows little. 
The surfaces are bright orange-gold, showing numerous tiny 
pecks on the lower obverse, apparently from planchet porosity 
that failed to strike out. Pronounced die polishing marks appear 
in the reverse fields, but there are no noticeable post-Mint 
problems, A rare and high-grade example of this elusive issue, 
particularly with the Deep Cameo designation.

4209 1901 PR62 PCGS. The recorded proof mintage of 223 pieces for 
the 1901 is the largest among the 1892-1907 Liberty Head quarter 
eagles, and the generous figure begs the question of how many 
examples may have been melted as unsold — a common Mint 
practice of the era. This piece is one of 12 submissions at the PR62 
grade level between PCGS and NGC combined, with 60 finer — 
amounts that would indicate greater rarity than the mintage would 
imply. This deep reddish-orange piece appears on the cusp of a 
Cameo designation, and the minor contact marks that dictate the 
grade, largely confined to the obverse field, are undistracting. An

4210 1907 PR66 Cameo NGC. The 1907 quarter eagle is quite 
scarce in proof format, although not as rare as similarly dated 
proof gold coins of larger denominations. The issue is, however, 
in considerable demand as the final year for this design, a factor 
that gives this date the appearance of rarity. Of course, we are 
talking proof gold, which is rare regardless of what issue is being 
considered. This Gem Cameo proof has exceptional yellow-gold 
color with deeply mirrored fields and light cameo contrast.

This 
low'tnintage key saw slight circulation before it was recognized as 
a modern rarity. Then apparently the person who recognized its 
rarity wanted to “improve” it by cleaning. Each side is bright from 
cleaning and there are numerous small abrasions scattered about. 
The mintmark is welhdefined and the diagnostic wire rim on the

Rich Patina and Strongly Defined 



4213 1911-D Strong D MS63 PCGS. The 191DD quarter eagle is far 
and away the key to the Indian Head quarter eagle series. The series 
is welbknown for being the only 20th century classic gold collection 
that is 100% completable for a reasonable outlay of funds. 

The 191 I'D quarter eagle was produced to the tiny extent of 
only 55,680 coins, and it appears that relatively few examples were 
saved. Collecting gold coins was still a pursuit of the wealthy when 
the issue was produced, and the few established collectors of gold 
preferred proof coins over circulation strikes. In addition, collecting 
coins produced by branch mints was a pastime still in its infancy. 

Due to these factors, the 191 I'D received recognition early 
on among the collecting community. Edward B. Morgan, of 
Denver, displayed an example at the famous 1914 Exhibition of the 
American Numismatic Society. Under the page heading “Series of 
Coins Struck at the Denver Mint, Colorado”, in the quarter eagle 
section, was “1911 Bela L. Pratt’s design first coined April 18.” 
The monthlong ANS Exhibition (January 17'February 18, 1914) 
featured displays of U.S. and Colonial coins from all the prominent 
collectors and dealers of the era. The number of rarities that was 
exhibited is simply staggering. The exhibition catalog was organized 
by area of specialty and interest, then by exhibitor. The 27 exhibitors 
listed read like a Who’s Who in Numismatics from 100 years ago. 

As noted on the PCGS insert, the mintmark is especially strong 
on this piece. The striking details elsewhere are also well brought 
up, and the reddishdilac tinted surfaces retain generous portions 
of mint luster. An outstanding example of this issue that is far and 
away the most sought after in the series. (#7943)

4228 1911 PR68 NGC. It is a thrice-told tale how the Mint began 
with matte or sandblast gold proofs in 1908, switched to Roman 
gold for 1909 and 1910 (for the most part; the odd matte 
proof survives from this timeframe), then reverted to matte 
proofs for the 1911-1915 time period, after which regular proof 
gold coinage in any format was discontinued. Although the 
mintages of the final-years 1911-1915 issues are each in the 
100-plus range (except for the 100-piece 1915), the 1911 today 
seems commonly acknowledged as the most available in high 
grade of the five series-ending matte proof dates. 

NGC and PCGS combined have certified 167 submissions 
of the date compared to the 191 reportedly issued; the former 
totals, however, undoubtedly comprise a significant percentage 
of duplications, while the latter figure, typically for the Mint, 
does not account for any specimens that may have been 
melted as unsold at the end of the year. PCGS has seen only 
a single submission at the PR68 grade level, but there are a 
dozen submissions in PR68 at NGC. It is highly doubtful that 
those represent 12 separate coins, however. Only once before 
have we offered a PR68 specimen, the NGC-graded Dr. Robert 
Loewinger example in our FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2007), 
lot 3115, which brought $48,875 more than four years ago. Dr. 
Loewinger is the author of a useful reference that is nonetheless 
little-known outside of specialist circles, Proof Gold Coinage of 
the United States. 

The present piece is a second PR68 NGC coin, different 
from the Loewinger specimen. As demanded at the grade level, 
each side appears perfect, save for a single minuscule shiny 
area between the 9 and 1 in the date, mentioned for pedigree 
purposes. The individual facets sparkle brightly when examined 
with a glass. Although the date is known for a typical color 
somewhat darker than the 1908 matte issues, this piece boasts 
even yellow-gold color on both sides. Census: 12 in 68, 0 finer

eagles were produced in 1914. Far fewer actually exist today, but 
there are most likely more pieces extant than the literature on 
the series would lead one to think. We believe that somewhere 
between 55 and 80 pieces exist today in all grades. The 1914 is 
generally considered one of the scarcer dates among matte proof 
quarter eagles, ranking just behind the 1915, 1909, and 1910. 
This piece has the coarser granularity that is usually seen on this 
issue, and while many 1914 shows slightly darker color than on 
some of the previous issues, this piece appears brighter and more 
uniformly yellow-gold. There are no shiny spots, as usually seen 
on proofs in this grade. The condition of this piece is attributable 
to a tiny planchet void in the left obverse field and a barely visible 
pinscratch in the upper right reverse field.

4234 1854-D — Repaired — AN ACS. AU50 Details. Variety 1-A. 

The sole die pairing known for the small production, amounting 
to only 1,120 strikes of this first-year branch mint issue. The date 
is low and even, and the 5 and 4 in the date touch. This piece has 
had some sort of smoothing in the lower obverse field, apparently 
to efface or reduce contact marks. The reverse appears free of any 
visible repairs and looks far better than the obverse. The details are 
that of an AU coin, but there is little evident luster on either side. 
The weakness of the rim denticles on the reverse, most prominent 
from 8 o’clock to 1:30, is characteristic of the issue, as is the 
clashing at the chin on the obverse. Despite the drawbacks, this is 
a rare coin — one of perhaps 100 to 125 survivors — that is well- 
detailed and may offer a good value proposition to many collectors.

4253 1861 MS62 NGC. This first-year Civil War three dollar saw a 
mintage of 5,959 circulation strikes, but many survivors were either 
hoarded or circulated relatively briefly.

The fields on this MS62 
specimen are bright and semiprooflike, with even orange-gold 
coloration throughout.

By the climactic fourth and final 
year of the nation’s Civil War in 1865, the mintage of the three 
dollar gold piece had sunk to a meager 1,140 circulation strikes, 
the series-low total until the 1880-dated coins, at 1,000 pieces. 
David Akers wrote in 1979 of the date that he had seen only 
“two Mint State pieces” — yet the current combined NGC and 
PCGS population data show 31 submissions in Mint State grades. 
Who is right? It seems significant that there is a large cadre of 
AU58 submissions at both services — 15 at PCGS, 18 at NGC — 
duplications trying to jump the Mint State hurdle?

This 
Gem circulation strike is bettered by a meager four submissions 
at the MS66 level at PCGS (10/11). The fields exhibit deep 
reflectivity over a lovely mixture of yellow-gold and reddish-gold 
on each side. The strike is sharp but not quite complete, and a 
couple of tiny grease stains appear by UN on the obverse, with a 
larger one left of the 1 in the date on the reverse. A long, shallow

4272 1883 MS63+ NGC. CAC. Of the 39 different circulation-issue 
three dollar gold pieces, only four had mintages under 1,000 coins. 
One is the unique 1870-S that is impounded (perhaps permanently) 
in the Bass Foundation collection. The 1883, with a mintage 
of only 900 pieces, is undoubtedly a scarce date. There are not, 
however, a huge number of three dollar date collectors, and it 
would seem that this issue is undervalued when one considers its 
rarity — a potential opportunity for astute numismatists.

4283 1795 Small Eagle—Repaired, Improperly Cleaned—NCS Details. 

This die marriage is frequently 
referred to as the most “common” of the 1795 half eagle varieties, 
but John Dannreuther extends some words of caution in this regard, 
writing in Early US.

Even if there are 200 extant 
for this pairing, it is still a rare coin.” This example has a somewhat 
muted appearance from improper cleaning and “repair”, as noted 
by NCS.

There are eight varieties of 1798 half 
eagles: one with the Small Eagle reverse, the remainder with the 
Large (Heraldic) Eagle reverse. All 1798 half eagles are scarce to 
rare, and Dannreuther (2006) writes that BD-5 is a High R.5 with 
an estimated population of 30 to 40 examples. This is the only use 
of this obverse die; amazingly, it took six obverse dies and eight 
reverse dies to strike the entire mintage for this date, which is 
thought to be only 24,867 coins. Dannreuther believes that BD-5 
comprises around one-tenth of that number. 

A good amount of luster remains around the peripheral devices. 
Numerous abrasions are seen on both sides, which is not unusual 
for the grade, and none merit individual mention. The central 
design elements are softly defined, also fairly typical, especially 
considering the prominent clash marks on the obverse. A rare early

5 reverse variants. BD-4 is the most common: From a mintage of 
more than 100,000 coins for that date, it is estimated to constitute 
a total issue of between 75,000 and 90,000 pieces. However, as 
with all pre-Classic Head (or “old tenor”) gold coinage, enormous 
quantities were melted. Only 500 to 750 examples are believed to 
still exist, with the average grade just over AU55. 

Pleasing luster radiates beneath the orange-gold patina 
that covers both sides.

4290 1838-D — Cleaned — AN ACS. MS60 Details. McCloskey 1-A, 
R.3. The ‘38-D has a meager mintage of 20,583 pieces, and is the 
sole Dahlonega issue of the Classic half eagle type. The typical 
example grades XF, but the present honey-gold coin has essentially 
full detail and lacks noticeable abrasions. Both sides display a matte 
appearance that implies it may have participated in an unknown 
shipwreck treasure. (#8178)

This Choice AU example displays bright, yellow-gold 
surfaces with luster in the recessed areas. The design features 
are considerably better-defined than usual for the issue, which 
is typically poorly struck in the centers. While some softness 
appears in the hair curls around the ear, the remaining hair, eagle’s 
feathers, and shield display nice detail. A few small contact marks 
are visible on Liberty’s cheek and neck, but the surfaces show 
none of the extensive abrasions seen on most ‘72-CCs. The most 
distinctive pedigree identifiers are couple of milling marks on 
Liberty’s neck, and a vertical die break from the eagle’s beak to the 
left (facing) wing.

4319 1882-CC AU55 NGC. Variety 1-A. The 1882-CC Liberty half 
eagle is an available date, from a mintage of 82,817 pieces. This 
Choice AU example exhibits well-detailed design elements and

4320 1883-S MS63 NGC. Strongly struck with moderate patina over 
yellow-orange surfaces duskier near the rims and lighter in the 
centers. Light abrasions, including a shallow scrape under the chin, 
are consistent with the Select designation.

4321 1890-CC AU58 PCGS. Variety 1-A. The 1890-CC half eagle is 
one of the more available issues from the Carson City Mint, and 
the issue is quite popular with mintmark type collectors. This 
lightly circulated near-Mint specimen features lustrous surfaces, 
with only minor abrasions.(#8376) 

4322 1890-CC AU58 NGC. Variety 1-A. This sharply detailed near- 
Mint specimen displays semiprooflike yellow-gold surfaces, with 
surprisingly few abrasions for the grade.

4323 1890-CC MS64 PCGS. Variety 1-A. After a five-year hiatus, the 
Carson City Mint resumed striking half eagles with the 1890-CC. 
Garrett and Guth (2006) write that while this issue is scarce with 
a mintage of 53,800 pieces, it is not particularly difficult to locate 
in grades up to and including About Uncirculated. In Mint State, 
however, the population starts to dwindle, and the 1890-CC is 
quite elusive in Choice Mint State.

The issue is a popular one, due to its status as the last 
half eagle issue in the 1800s. Perhaps 35% to 40% survive today. 
The typical example has an appearance much like the present 
piece, with deeply mirrored fields and rich, even orange-gold color 
prevailing throughout. A noticeable orange-peel effect appears on 
each side. A few light field hairlines account for the grade, but this 
piece is sharp and offers generous eye appeal. Seldom seen finer 
with the Cameo designation. Population: 1 in 63 Cameo, 3 finer

MS66 1908 Indian Head Five 


Exceptional Eye Appeal 



4338 1908 MS66 NGC. The 1908 half eagle is a doubly popular 
issue. It was saved in good numbers because it was the first of 
the new Indian Head type. It continues today to be popular for 
type purposes due both to its good overall preservation and to its 
first-year status. Michael Fuljenz points out in his recent series 
reference that despite the lower mintage than the 1909-13 issues, 
the 1908 has greater survival in higher grades. This piece generates 
exceptional eye appeal through the antique-gold coloration and 
surfaces that are free of all but the most insignificant abrasions, 
even on the highest points of each side. Another plus: The strike is 
uniformly bold.

4339 1909-D MS64 NGC. The 1909-D Indian half eagle is an available 
date and a popular type coin. This well-detailed Choice specimen

A Bright Near-Mint Example 



4340 1909-0 AU58 NGC. The two great rarities of the Indian Head half 
eagles are the 1909-0 and the 1929, bookends from the far reaches 
of the series. The 1909-0 was a rarity from day one, produced to 
the extent of a meager (and memorable) 34,200 coins. These are 
coins that circulated: The typical survivor today is a piece in the 
range from XF40 to AU58, representing the two ends of the grading 
spectrum for most certified survivors. Problem-free, accurately graded 
examples are avidly pursued by collectors. Some collectors even 
show a peculiar fascination for this issue, assembling minihoards 
for later trade, sale — or merely to admire. At a recent coin show, 
the present cataloger witnessed one numismatist pull five examples 
he had acquired from his shirt pocket one after the other, all nice 
circulated examples that he planned to “set back for a rainy day.” 

The 1929 issue, on the other hand, is a great melt rarity. It is 
estimated that no more than perhaps 200 examples were ever 
released, while the rest were melted sometime during the 1930s. 
The 1929 is, nonetheless, far more available at the Select and 
Choice grade levels than the 1909-0. 

This bright orange-gold example shows remarkably strong 
definition on the mintmark, an area often found weak. The only 
marks of note are a cluster to the left of the eagle through and 
around E PLURIBUS UNUM. (#8515) 


1910 Indian Half Eagle, MS65 
Almost Nonexistent Any Finer 



4341 1910 MS65 PCGS. By the standards of the Indian half eagle series, 
the 1910 five dollar is an available date in MS65. “Available,” in 
context, means “minor condition rarity,” and just three pieces, all 
NGC-certified, rate finer than this Gem in the entire combined 
certified population (10/11); thus, this is an important piece for 
the Registry Set collector. Rich orange-gold luster is the defining 
characteristic of this beautiful example, well-defined everywhere 
but the lowest pendant and carefully preserved. The only marks — 
tiny ones, at that — are seen in the fields. (#8517) 
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Gem 1910 Half Eagle 
Condition Census Example 



4342 1910 MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1909 half eagle and especially the 
1910 are very rare and underrated issues in the Indian Head series 
at the Gem level. The 1909 and 1910 in Gem condition are far 
more elusive than the 1908 first-year date with which they may 
be confused in some collectors’ minds, a contributing factor to 
their underrated status. Look at the PCGS certified populations in 
MS65 for the P-mint 1908, 1909, and 1910 (including Plus coins): 
209, 89, and 19, respectively. Even allowing for resubmissions, the 
story is clear. This orange-gold Gem shows the typical fine-grained, 
mattelike surface, a clean cheek on the Indian — crucial for the 
Gem grade — a sharp strike, and exuberant eye appeal. Population:

1910-D Indian Half Eagle, MS63+ 


4343 1910-D MS63+ PCGS. The Denver Mint coined 193,600 
examples of this issue, with a low survival rate.

4345 1911-D MS62 NGC. As might be expected from the small 
mintage of 72,500 pieces, the 1911-D Indian half eagle is the 
second-rarest business-strike issue of the series, in terms of total 
number of specimens known. Like its more famous quarter eagle 
counterpart, the 1911-D half eagle is appreciated by collectors in 
any grade, but Mint State examples are most avidly sought after. 

This coin is an attractive MS62 specimen with well-detailed 
design elements and subtle mint luster.

4347 1913-S MS62 PCGS. The 1913-S half eagle mintage of 408,000 
was the third highest of the series from the San Francisco Mint, 
but they are rarely seen any finer than this piece.

This brilliant specimen has 
satiny yellow luster with minor surface marks that are expected for

4348 1914 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. A pumpkin-gold and sea-green near- 
Gem. Well struck and refreshingly free from visible abrasions. The 
1914 has the lowest mintage of any Philadelphia issue of the series, 
although it is much more obtainable than the mass-melted 1929.

4349 1914-S MS62 NGC. Dusky patina is evident on both sides of this 
greenish-gold half eagle, with minor surface marks, the appearance 
typical of hoard coins from European bank vaults.

4352 1911 PR67 NGC. The new designs for gold coinage, 
introduced in 1907 for the eagle and double eagle and 1908 for 
the half eagle and quarter eagle, were unsuitable for producing 
the old-style brilliant proofs of earlier years. The Mint tried 
several different finishes on the proof issues of this period, 
starting with the sophisticated European matte style in 1907 
and 1908, then switching to the Roman gold finish in 1909 and 
1910. Later innovations included sandblast proofs, starting in 
1912. None of those finishes were popular with the public, who 
preferred the old reflective surfaces, and orders for proof sets 
declined throughout the period until the Mint discontinued 
proof offerings entirely in 1916. 

The 1911 proof Indian half eagle was struck using the old 
matte proof finish, after the Roman proofs of 1909 and 1910 
proved equally unpopular. David Akers notes this matte finish 
was a little finer and less granular than the earlier matte issues. 
Only 139 proof 1911 half eagles were coined, but the issue has a 
higher-than-average survival rate. Probably 50-60 examples are 
extant today in all grades. 

Specimens began to appear at auction at an early date, 
showing that some collectors still valued the coins. In lot 154 
of the B.W. Smith Collection (B. Max Mehl, 5/1915) we find, 
“1911 New type with large Indian head; Rev. standing eagle. 
The entire design incused (stamped in). Sand blast proof.” We 
note that Mehl did not differentiate between the subtle proof 
styles used during this period, calling the 1911 matte proof 
finish a “sand blast” issue. Most collectors of the time were 
probably equally indifferent. 

The present coin is a magnificent Superb Gem with 
sharply detailed design elements and virtually pristine fields. 
The surfaces are a pleasing olive-gold with terrific eye appeal. 
Census: 11 in 67, 4 finer (9/11). (#8542) 
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EARLY EAGLE 


A Popular Type Coin 
1801 Eagle, BD-2, MS62 



4353 1801 MS62 PCGS. CAC. Breen-6843, BD-2, R.2. There 
are two varieties of 1801 eagles known: on BD-1, the obverse 
stars have thick points, while on BD-2 (this coin) the obverse 
stars have thinner and longer spines. It is interesting to see two 
distinct star types used in one year, and Dannreuther (2006) 
writes that the first punch must have have broken after BD-1 
was struck. The reverse of BD-2, which has the star nearest the 
eagle separated from its beak, was first used to strike this variety 
and later employed to coin 1803 BD-3. 

Dannreuther also notes that the mintage, listed at 44,344 
pieces in the 2012 Guide Book, seems surprisingly high for only 
two varieties and hypothesizes that the actual number of 1801- 
dated tens minted is lower, with the reported figure including 
some pieces dated 1800. A study of the emission sequence 
reveals that some 1800 eagles were, in fact, struck after 1801 
BD-1. Still, the 1801 is probably the most available early ten 
and as such a frequent choice for type collectors. BD-1 is rare, 
which makes the BD-2 variant that much more appealing to 
numismatists who desire a representative of the short-lived 
Capped Bust, Heraldic Eagle type. Perhaps 600 to 800 BD-2 
examples still exist, but it is not a surprise that most grade lower 
than the present coin. 

Lemon-gold patina covers both sides, with a few alloy spots 
and lighter accents in the fields. The first four obverse stars are 
softly defined, but the rest of the details are fairly sharp. A few 
patches of grade-defining abrasions in the lower left obverse 
field and the reverse margins are noted. Overall, a nice example 
of this desirable type. (#8564)

1840 Choice AU Ten Dollar 
Early Condition Rarity 


4354 1840 AU55 NGC. Because of the earliness of the date, the 1840 
was not set aside in high grades. Few Uncirculated pieces are 
known, and the seldom-offered Almost Uncirculated coins are 
about as fine as the collector is likely to encounter. Noticeable 
amounts of mint luster surround the peripheries on each side. Both 
sides are peppered with numerous small abrasions, but the only 
ones of significance are in the field above the arrowheads on the 
reverse. Bright yellow-gold color and well struck overall. (#8581) 


Near-Mint 1843 No Motto Eagle 
Normal Date Variety 



4355 1843 AU58 NGC. Breen-6859. The 1843 is a scarce low-mintage 
issue typically encountered in XF through AU50. A tripled date 
variety is known, but the present piece is the normal date. This 
well-defined straw-gold example has pockets of remaining luster 
and typically abraded surfaces. Census: 17 in 58, 3 finer (10/11).

Substantial 
prooflike luster fills protected areas. Well struck and unblemished 
with bright sun-gold surfaces.(#8598) 

4357 1850 Large Date XF45 PCGS. This mid-century No Motto 
type coin displays pumpkin-gold luster within the legends and 
shows moderate softness of strike to the left of the shield and 
beneath Liberty’s ear. No marks merit individual description. 
(#8603) 


Choice AU 1850-0 Ten Dollar 


4358 1850-0 AU55 NGC. Variety 1. Although not the rarest O-mint 
eagle from this era, the 1850-0 is more challenging to locate than 
such dates as the 1851-0, 1853-0, 1854-0, and 1858-0. This 
Choice AU representative has a bold strike for a No Motto product 
of the New Orleans Mint. The luminous butter-gold surfaces are 
void of noticeable marks. One of just 57,500 pieces produced. 
Census: 22 in 55, 15 finer (9/11). (#8605) 


4359 1856-S AU55 PCGS. Medium S. Luster illuminates protected 
areas of this lightly circulated early San Francisco ten. Well defined 
and only moderately abraded. Population: 23 in 55, 18 finer (9/11).

Borderline Uncirculated 1861 Eagle 


4360 1861 AU58 NGC. Bulging or six-fold central bun, one of two 
design subtypes in place for this issue. Peach-tinged luster brightens 
the borders and motifs of this momentarily circulated but lightly 
abraded No Motto type coin. The 1861 is the most plentiful issue 
from its decade, but is nonetheless very scarce any finer. (#8633) 


4361 1862 — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. AU. A minimally 
worn example of this Civil War date with well-defined interiors. 
Scattered abrasions pepper over-bright yellow-gold interiors. A 
mere 10,960 pieces were struck. 
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4363 1874 MS61 PCGS. The 1874 Liberty eagle boasts a mintage of 
53,160 pieces, and Mint State examples are quite rare in today’s 
market. This pleasing example offers welbdetailed devices and 
semiprooflike surfaces that show a number of minor abrasions.

An Important Die Variety 


4362 1865-S 865 Over Inverted 186 AU50 NGC. This unusual 
and highly collectible variety was created when a diesinker 
inadvertently punched the 186 logotype upside-down and 
subsequently corrected the error. This variety provides insight 
into how the Mint economized die production: Not only was a 
three-digit date punch used to save time — by punching 186 in 
one hit, only the final digit had to be added each year — but the 
Mint also proceeded to use this die after the diesinker’s error rather 
than discard it. This blundered date is one of the most popular and 
significant varieties in the Liberty gold series. 

Pleasing apricot-gold patina covers the surfaces of this 
impressive specimen. There is some softness on the high points, as 
one would expect from the grade. Each side has numerous small 
abrasions, but none are of singular significance. Traces of luster 
remain around the periphery. NGC reports just five examples in 
AU50 and only six pieces finer (9/11). (#8643)

4398 1908-D No Motto MS64 NGC. The first Saint-Gaudens eagles 
and double eagles did not have the IN GOD WE TRUST motto, 
which had appeared on both denominations (and several others) 
since 1866. In late 1907, shortly after the first double eagles were 
struck but prior to the release of any eagles, newspapers published 
reports of the omission. It quickly became clear that the public 
wanted the motto, and on May 13, 1908 Congress passed a law that 
required it to be restored to all gold and silver coins upon which it 
previously appeared. (This meant that the dime and quarter eagle 
were exempt.) The Denver Mint struck 210,000 No Motto eagles 
before the law was passed, or approximately one-fourth of its With 
Motto mintage for that year. 

Most 1908-D No Motto eagles are either circulated or in low 
Mint State grades. Choice Uncirculated representatives are seldom 
seen, and the issue is rare any finer. NGC and PCGS combined 
report 69 specimens in MS64 with only 26 in higher grades (10/11). 
The present example boasts bright orange-gold patina evenly 
distributed across both sides. The surfaces display the usual granular 
mattelike texture, and there are no mentionable marks. A boldly 
struck example of this desirable one-year type. (#8854) 
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Seldom-Seen Gem 1909-D Eagle 
Akers: ‘Rare in MS64’ 



4399 1909-D MS65 NGC. Serious collectors of the 1909-D Indian 
Head eagle know the 1909-D issue for the rarity that it is. The 
second edition of the Akers Handbook notes that even MS64 
examples are rare, and “Gems number no more than 15 coins.” A 
quick check of the NGC and PCGS population data shows five 
submissions at NGC in Gem grade with three finer, while PCGS 
shows three in MS65 with six finer — 17 submissions total at both 
services combined (10/11). This Gem NGC-certified piece shows 
a satiny texture over surfaces that exhibit a pronounced, even 
reddish color overall, intermingling with a hint of green around the 
obverse margin.

4400 1909-S MS65 NGC. The 1909-S Indian eagle is in the top 
quartile of the 32-coin series in overall rarity.

NGC has seen 12 submissions in MS65 with five finer, while 
PCGS has certified 18 submissions at that level with seven finer

Michael Fuljenz ranks the 1909-S eagle 
eighth in overall rarity among the 32-coin Indian Head series — 
not too shabby a showing for a set that includes such luminary 
rarities as the 1907 Rolled Rim and Wire Rim, the 1920-S, 1930-S, 
and 1933. Any MS64 1909-S is a very scarce coin; Gems are rare.

Its rarity in higher grades eclipses all 
other dates including the 1920-S, according to the recent edition 
of the Akers Handbook. Most of the surviving examples fall in the 
About Uncirculated range, and while MS61 and 62 specimens 
are available, they are subject to intense bidding from serious 
collectors. The 1911-D becomes rare any finer; NGC reports just 
25 such pieces with none above MS64 (10/11). 

Both sides of the present coin exhibit fine granularity and soft 
satiny luster.

The issue was minted to 
the extent of 300,000 coins, but it is one of which neither David 
Akers nor Michael Fuljenz, both published authority-experts on 
20th century gold, have much complimentary to say. The usual 
complaints are strike, luster, and abrasions. 

This MS64+ piece is fairly unabraded nonetheless, with one 
shallow, nearly vertical mark in center of cheek. The portrait 
overall, however, is cleaner than normally seen. The fields are 
lightly marked on each side, including a couple of sharp ticks 
on the right (facing) wing. Two typical areas for the noted strike 
weakness are the high-point hair curls just under LI in LIBERTY 
and the forepart of the eagle’s right (facing) wing, and while the 
former shows minor weakness, the latter is better-detailed than 
normal, and the lower headdress feathers are also well-struck. The 
lower reverse shows a bold strike, including the mintmark, claws, 
and fasces. The slightly granular surfaces host rich, reddish-tinged 
color.

4414 1912-S MS64+ PCGS. CAC. The 1912-S eagles saw a production 
of300,000 coins, but at the MS64 grade level, PCGS has seen only 45 
submissions, plus 10 in MS64+ (five of which we offer in the present 
sale), seven in MS65, and one each in MS65+ and MS66. 

David Akers writes in his Handbook: 

“The 1912-S is one of the most challenging Indian Eagles to 
locate in high grades, Even in MS-63 and MS-64 it is a very 
scarce coin.

The portrait on the present MS64+ specimen is exceptionally 
clean.

The 1912-S Indian eagle is not only 
an issue that is typically challenged in terms of surface preservation, 
luster, and strike, it is also one that is undervalued at current market 
levels. The extensive analysis that we did in our recent (January 
2011) auction of the Jim O’Neal Collection of Indian half eagles 
showed that among the Indian tens, the 1912-S is among the top 
five most undervalued issues in high Mint State grades. The most 
undervalued were: 1.

4424 1915-S AU58 NGC. The 59,000-coin mintage was the third- 
lowest of the Motto coins, behind the 1911-D and 1911 -S. Both 
sides of this frosty near-Mint eagle have scattered surface marks and 
high-point wear. However, the surfaces retain virtually full luster 
with attractive yellow-gold brilliance. (#8879) 
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Noteworthy 1930-S Indian Eagle, MS64 



4425 1930-S MS64 PCGS. The appearance of any 1930-S eagle at 
auction is a noteworthy event in numismatic circles, as it is an 
issue that was rare on the day it was made, and as the saying goes, 
“Time increases its fame.” The history of the 1930-S actually 
begins with the 1926, an issue made in such a large quantity, 
exceeding 1 million pieces, that there was apparently no need 
for more until the 1930-S. And even then, the paltry mintage 
was only 96,000 coins, in the year after the great stock market 
crash of October 1929 ushered in the Great Depression. 

Like so many of the late-date Saint-Gaudens twenties and 
tens, the 1930-S was never released in any substantial way. 
David Akers writes in the second edition of his Handbook: 

“Very few of the 96,000 pieces struck left the Mint prior 
to President Franklin Roosevelt’s issuance of the Gold 
Recall Act in 1933. Those examples still on hand, 
which amounted to the majority of the original mintage, 
were destroyed. A small number of coins did manage to 
escape this fate and, since they are almost all Mint State, 
the survivors were probably obtained directly from the 
Mint.” 

Garrett and Guth in the second edition of their Gold 
Encyclopedia rather overstate the survival when they write, 
“In overall terms of rarity, this date ranks a little behind the 
1920-S, with just a few hundred known in all, and those are 
scattered across the grading spectrum.” Given the total certified 
population at PCGS and NGC combined is 173 submissions 
— the vast majority in Mint State, and clustered at the MS64 
grade level — we suspect that the true survival could be as few 
as 100 different examples. 

The surfaces on each side of this near-Gem show rich, 
flowing mint luster throughout orange-gold surfaces, with the 
grade limited chiefly by a couple of nicks on Liberty’s chin 
and the cheek nearby. The strike is fairly well executed, save 
for minor softness on some of the curls over the forehead, and 
the 19 is curiously weak compared to the 30 in the date, a 
phenomenon we have noticed before on this issue. The 
mintmark and strike are bold on the reverse, which also shows 
a few scattered signs of contact consistent with the grade.

Gem Proof 1913 Eagle 
Third-Scarcest Proof Indian 



4426 1913 PR65 NGC. In the early 20th century the Mint 
experimented with several proof finishes, particularly on the 
gold issues of 1907 to 1915. New finishes were also tried on 
proof copper, nickel, and silver coins, although not to the same 
extent as gold and none of the experimental silver proofs were 
sold to the public. Gold proofs from the mid'19th century 
through the end of the Liberty Head type all featured the same 
finish, which is undoubtedly the most familiar with collectors 
today. The devices were heavily frosted and the fields deeply 
mirrored, which created a stark cameo contrast seen on most 
Liberty Head gold proofs. 

In contrast, none of the new gold designs of the 20th century 
featured this cameo effect. The first collectible year for Indian 
Head proof eagles is the 1908, and virtually all of these pieces 
feature a dark matte finish with deep mustard-gold coloration. 
Proofs of 1909 and 1910 have the so-called Roman Finish, 
which is lighter and more satiny than the 1908 proofs. 1911 was 
a transitional year for proofs and most have a dark matte finish 
similar to the 1908. 

In 1912 and 1913 the Mint used a fine sandblast finish, 
which Garrett and Guth write (2006) “appears under a 
microscope as millions of tiny facets.” The finish was against 
adjusted in 1914 and 1915 with a slightly coarser appearance. 
Although the sandblast proofs are considered by many 
present-day numismatists to be aesthetically superior, they 
failed to catch on with contemporary collectors and proof 
gold production was discontinued entirely in 1915 (and the 
following year for copper, nickel, and silver proofs). 

Consequently, the 1913 ten had a mintage of only 71 pieces, 
and after the 1910 and 1915 it ranks as the third scarcest proof 
Indian Head eagle. This specimen boasts original khaki-brown 
patination across both sides. The strike is razor-sharp, as one 
would expect from a proof. The eye appeal is exceptional with 
glints of light from the individual surface facets, especially 
when examined under a loupe. A few minuscule grade-limiting 
handling marks are seen in the left obverse field, but the 
reverse is virtually devoid of any contact. NGC reports only 
five examples in Gem Proof with 15 specimens finer (10/11).

struck piece from the first year of circulating double eagle coinage.

Green Gold; Alloyed with Silver 



4428 1851 AU58 PCGS. A brilliant near-Mint specimen with traces of 
high point wear and scattered marks, this attractive double eagle 
has frosty luster with distinct green-gold coloration, undoubtedly 
tracing its source to the California gold mines. 

Green gold is generally a mixture of pure gold and pure silver. In 
the case of coinage alloy, the mixture would be 216 parts pure gold 
and 24 parts pure silver, although some copper may be contained as 
well. Coinage laws stated that no more than half the alloy could be 
silver, but the amount of silver may have been greater in practice.

Probable California Mined Gold 


4429 1851 MS61+ NGC. The California gold rush sent a flood of 
gold bullion at the U.S. Mint system. The hefty double eagle 
denomination, first produced for circulation in 1850, had been 
created specifically as an outlet for the gold coinage, and it is little 
surprise that mintages at Philadelphia would be in the millions for 
those heady early years. Slightly under 2.1 million double eagles 
were produced at the main Mint in 1851, but only a tiny fraction 
remain in Mint State today. This MS61+ survivor is among them. 
Its intense yellow-gold luster takes on an apricot accent when the 
coin is tilted into the light. While each side shows the expected 
wispy abrasions and scattered heavier marks, the overall eye appeal 
is excellent for the MS61 level.

Scarce New Orleans Issue 


4431 1853-0 AU50 NGC. Variety 1. The 1853-0 Liberty double eagle 
is a transitional coin in the New Orleans series. The double eagle 
mintages of the years before 1853 were substantial, and examples 
are not difficult to locate. After 1853, double eagle mintages 
plummeted, and specimens of the later dates are quite elusive. The 
present coin is a lightly circulated greenish-gold example, with

Considerable wheat-gold luster 
brightens design elements of this collectible Type One twenty.

4433 1855 AU58 PCGS. A splendid green-gold example, this near- 
Mint piece has frosty luster and bold design motifs with a few 
scattered marks and a trace of wear on the high points. Despite 
a plentiful mintage of 364,666 coins, the 1855 is rarely seen in 
Mint State grades, with just 31 such pieces at NGC and PCGS.

4434 1856 Genuine PCGS. Ex: S.S. Central America. In our opinion, 
this coin has the details of an AU specimen that has surface damage 
and has been tooled. Clusters of tiny pits above Liberty’s mouth 
and beneath her jaw are tooled with pinscratches. Presumably, the 
tooling was performed prior to the 1857 shipwreck, as the coin is 
housed in a circa-2001 gold label holder associated with the initial 
distribution from the hoard.

The date location is different than FS-301 (Breen-7161) or Breen- 
7162, but the 3 in the date is nonetheless repunched. This olive-

4435 1856-S MS64 PCGS. Although we cannot say for sure and this 
piece is not specifically provenanced to it, most 1856-S double 
eagles in high grade are a good bet — “better than even money,” 
as the saying goes — to stem from the shipwreck of the S.S. 
Central America, from whence several hundred examples were later 
recovered. In any case this piece displays superlative eye appeal 
with orange-gold, lustrous surfaces that are well-struck and free 
of singular marks.

Variety 20-A. We believe this twenty traces 
its source to the S.S. Central America, although it is not marked 
as such on the encapsulation (and unattributed as to variety). 
However, given the predominance of the Spiked Shield variety 
among high grade survivors of that briny disaster, the evidence is 
clear if not overwhelming. 

Although thousands of certified survivors now exist in Mint 
State between NGC and PCGS combined, the number of Premium 
Gems decreases downward to a couple of hundred pieces, above 
which level few coins are certified. 

This is a remarkably lustrous and colorful Type One twenty. The 
luster is fully frosted and flows around each side unimpeded by any 
noticeable abrasions. The rich orange-gold color deepens even 
more around the margins. Sharply detailed throughout.

The 1857-S twenty was once considered 
a challenging issue in grades higher than XF, but more than 5,000 
examples were recovered after the discovery of the S.S. Central 
America. A number of new varieties were cataloged, and the present 
coin features a bold mintmark.

Orange-gold patina covers the centers, while the margins have 
a more reddish hue. Outstanding mint luster radiates from the 
surfaces. The strike is sharp. There are a few small abrasions on 
Liberty’s cheek, but these are entirely minor. A remarkable Gem

1858 Liberty Twenty, AU58 
Elusive in Mint State 


4440 1858 AU58 PCGS. CAC. The rarity of the eagle makes this 
date famous among gold collectors. Over 200,000 double eagles 
were minted in 1858, but few survive in Mint State grades. In fact, 
PCGS and NGC have only graded 48 finer examples. This piece 
has light wear, but retains nearly full yellow luster with traces of 
green and pink color. A lovely specimen. Population: 19 in 58, 22

4441 1858-S AU50 PCGS. Struck the year after the S.S. Central

A frosty and highly lustrous yellow-gold 
example with delicate green overtones, this attractive Type One 
double eagle survives in large quantities, and it is an ideal choice 
for type collectors. In fact, prior to the treasures located in the 
last two decades, the 1861 was just about the only choice for type

1907 High Relief Twenty, PR61 
Rarely Seen Proof Striking 



4487 1907 High Relief PR61 NGC. The proof status of some 1907 
High Relief double eagles continues to be debated among 
numismatists more than a century after the coins were issued. Only 
NGC recognizes certain pieces as proofs, while PCGS defaults 
all High Reliefs to Mint State status. It seems certain that proofs 
were struck; Charles Barber’s estate is purported to have contained 
seven examples and both Walter Breen and Robert Loewinger — 
authorities on the subject of proof gold coinage — defined the 
unique characteristics exhibited by proofs. The standards employed 
by NGC to determine proof status are reprinted in our August 11, 
2010 sale. Proofs are extremely rare, and although the exact mintage 
is unknown, it could not have been more than a couple hundred. 

The surfaces of this specimen are bright with just a hint of 
reddish patina. There are a few small grade-limiting handling 
marks on both sides. The strike is full, as one would expect from 
a proof High Relief. A nice example of this always-popular and 
highly elusive issue. (#9132) 
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MCMVII PR63 High Relief Twenty 
A Specially Struck Example of This Rare and Popular Type 


4488 1907 High Relief PR63 NGC. The MCMVII Ultra High 
Relief proofs and the High Relief twenties that came after were 
not our nation’s first high-relief coinage. In an exchange in 
the E'Sylum in 2007, John Dannreuther discusses the first gold 
dollars that debuted in 1849: 

“Our first high relief coinage was for our most diminu- 
tive gold coin—the gold dollar. In 1849, [Mint Chief 
Engraver James B.] Longacre used concave fields (con¬ 
vex dies) for the obverse for the first gold dollars (the 
reverse dies were normal, flat field types). (The 1849 
gold dollar is also the first US regular issue coin to have 
the date in the master die.) The original high relief, 
concave fields 1849 gold dollars (the No C L’ and the first 
‘L’ variety had concave fields) were abandoned because 
of reverse die breakage. The stress on the reverse (anvil) 
dies required a change to flat fields for both sides.” 

The Saint-Gaudens twenties also were designed with deep 
concave fields (convex dies), making it nearly impossible to 
fully strike them up without multiple blows of the press. They 
were also virtually impossible to produce as polished brilliant 
proofs, as Roger Burdette discusses in detail in his reference on 
the 1905-08 coinage. 

The High Relief proofs were struck in a finish that Breen 
describes thusly in his Proof Encyclopedia: 

“—Numerous, raised die-polishing lines on both sides. 
These appear in a random, swirling pattern. While also 
evident on currency strikes, these are particularly bold 
on Proofs. 

“—Uniformly satiny surfaces, without any of the radial 
flowlines that produce conventional Mint luster.” 

Numerous other criteria are given by Breen (and repeated 
by Dr. Robert Loewinger in his proof gold reference), which 
NGC presumably uses among its attributes for determination 
of proof status. While most of the NGC-certified proofs are 
of the Wire Rim (or Knife Rim) variety (a rather artificial 
distinction at any rate), a couple of pieces certified by NGC 
have been the Flat Rim variant. 

Despite the many impracticalities involved in producing 
the High Relief coinage, either as proofs or business strikes, 
fortunately for collectors today, President Roosevelt’s insistence 
on his “pet crime” ensured that eventually 12,367 circulation 
strikes were produced, plus a small quantity of proofs that were 
subjected to extra blows of the press. 

The special attention to striking is certainly apparent 
on this piece. The strike is complete in all areas with fully 
articulated columns on the Capitol building and full separation 
between the letters and rim on the upper reverse. A couple of 
unfortunate rim knocks on each side are the primary reason 
for the grade. Otherwise, the surfaces are bright and satiny (as 
always) and there is just the slightest tinge of reddish patina 
on each side. A wonderful opportunity to acquire this specially 
struck High Relief twenty. (#9132)

Low Relief; Arabic Numerals 


4489 1907 Arabic Numerals MS65 NGC. The first affordable Saint' 
Gaudens double eagle following the High Relief coins, These 
Arabic Numerals pieces were minted at the end of 1907. A lovely 
Gem, this piece exhibits brilliant and frosty yellow luster with faint 
rose and blue overtones. (#9141)

This lustrous and lightly abraded 
example has a fully struck Capitol building, although the rays 
above the sun show inexactness.(#99142)

Sole Denver Issue of Subtype 


4493 1908-D No Motto MS65 PCGS. Short Rays obverse. Generally 
apricot gold although hints of sea'green emerge here and there. 
This Gem displays coruscating luster and is sharply struck aside 
from a hint of softness on the eagle’s leg plumage. Smooth overall

1908-D No Motto Twenty 
Conditionally Scarce MS66 Example 



4494 1908-D No Motto MS66 PCGS. Long Rays. Orders were issued 
on February 4 to ship double eagle dies and edge collars to the 
Denver Mint. Along with the package came a message from 
engraver Charles Barber warning that the new coins would “ ... not 
pile to standard height ...” This was a potentially serious problem 
because banks and counting houses (even the Mint’s own adjustors 
and coin counters) made trial balances using coins piled to the 
same height. If a stack were too short, a coin was added on the 
assumption that twenty pieces always made the same height stack. 
Twenty of the old Liberty Head twenty dollar gold pieces made a 
pile 1.937 inches high, but the new coins amounted only to 1.852 
inches for twenty pieces—a difference of almost one full coin in 
height. By making new hubs, changing the width of the rim, and 
making the dies more convex, the mint was able to make the coins 
thicker and had solved this problem by the end of March. 

The first Denver Mint coins also apparently shared the excess 
diameter problem with Philadelphia, but corrections were made, 
and coins issued after about March 1, 1908, should have been of 
the correct 1.350 inches in diameter and extra thickness. As with 
the Philadelphia issue, varieties with short and long obverse rays 
are known and seem to be of about equal availability. (Short Rays 

— ray immediately above the 8 ends just before the star; Long Rays 

— ray immediately above the 8 ends past the star.) Differences in 
ray length might be associated with the new hub made to correct 
thickness and diameter problems. It is possible the Short Ray 
varieties are also thinner and slightly wider than their Long Ray 
counterparts, but to date no studies have been conducted in this area. 
Revised No Motto dies were distributed in March 1908, followed in 
late May by new dies including the motto mandated by Congress. 

This is a splendidly preserved example that is sharply struck 
throughout.

4496 1908-D Motto MS64 PCGS. CAC. This 1908-D Motto with 
the CAC green label displays a host of commendable attributes. 
Rich, thick mint luster wafts over orange-gold surfaces that are 
well-struck and show only tiny grade-consistent ticks as opposed 
to mentionable contact. A scarcer issue at the near-Gem level.

4497 1908-S MS62 PCGS. The 1908-S Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
is a well-known and celebrated rarity in the series, one known 
chiefly for its low mintage of only 22,000 coins — by far the lowest 
mintage of all the regular-issue With Motto twenties. The 1908-S 
was formerly considered even more elusive than it is today — and 
it still is, with many collectors quite proud to own an example 
in any grade — but, as is the story with many mintmarked 
issues in particular, more are available now than formerly due to 
repatriations from overseas hoards. The present MS62 specimen 
is boldly struck, highly lustrous, and offers surprisingly good eye 
appeal, but a sprinkling of scattered, trivial marks keeps it from an 
even finer grade.

The vivid orange-gold surfaces of this 
attractive Select specimen display vibrant mint luster and a few 
hints of lilac.

4500 1909 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. While the so-called “perfect date,” 
i.e., non-overdate 1909 is available in lower grades, it remains a 
scarce issue in high grades.

The satiny mint luster displays even 
light, orange-gold color. Sharply defined throughout. Population: 4

4501 1909-D AU58 PCGS. CAC. The 1909-D has a notably low 
mintage of only 52,500 pieces, and it is one of the few issues in the 
series where the low mintage corresponds to low availability. Only 
the slightest high point friction is noted on this piece. Otherwise, 
soft satiny luster is seen over each side. The striking details are well 
brought up, and the surfaces display the usual matte-like texture.

4502 1909-D MS63 PCGS. The 1909-D double eagle was a low- 
mintage affair amounting to a meager 52,500 pieces, and Gems 
today are rare. The present Select Mint State example boasts soft 
but complete, frosty luster over orange-gold surfaces that display 
just a few scattered signs of contact consistent with the grade. 
A small scrape under ER above Liberty’s head is among the few

4503 1909-D MS65 PCGS. The 1909-D is another low-mintage date 
in the lineup of Saint-Gaudens double eagles, with production 
halted after just 52,500 coins had been struck. Like the 1908-S 
issue, a number of circulated 1909-D double eagles are known, 
indicating that many of these coins were actually used in 
commerce, rather than stored or exported. Roughly one-third of 
the total PCGS population for this date is in grades below MS60. 

Like many of the known examples, this piece shows a doubled 
mintmark, with the first D much smaller than the second D. A 
number of raised die lines are visible to the right of the mintmark. 
Although David Bowers discusses it in A Guide Book of Double Eagle 
Gold Coins, this variety still draws little attention. Bowers claims 
discovery of this variety, with its first publication in the November 
1988 catalog of the Norweb Collection, Part III. At about the 
same time, Walter Breen mentioned the existence of repunched 
mintmarks for the date in his Complete Encyclopedia, also published 
in 1988. Breen did not delve into specifics of the variety, however. 

Gem examples of this date are rare, with just 16 such coins 
certified by PCGS and only five finer (10/11). Although this 
specimen has a few abrasions on each side, its overall eye appeal, 
created by vibrant peach-gold luster, is excellent. The strike is 
sharp throughout. Population: 16 in 65, 5 finer (9/11). (#9152)

4504 1909-S MS64+ PCGS. This is the common issue of 1909, as the 
Philadelphia and Denver coins are both low mintage issues. A 
splendid near-Gem, this Plus designated piece has exceptional eye 
appeal, with frosty mint luster and brilliant yellow surfaces. It is 
sharply struck and highly desirable. (#9153) 


1909-S Double Eagle, MS64 
The Only Common 1909 Twenty 



4505 1909-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. Nearly three million double eagles 
were coined in San Francisco during the year, and examples are 
plentiful in all lower Mint State grades. This Choice specimen 
features bold design motifs with frosty orange-gold luster and 
scattered, inconsequential marks. A lovely specimen. (#9153) 


4506 1910 MS64 PCGS. The fields of this well-detailed Choice 
example are remarkably free of significant distractions and the 
attractive green and orange-gold surfaces are brightly lustrous.

Seldom Located in Gem Condition 



4507 1910 MS65 PCGS. The 1910 is similar to the other early 
Philadelphia twenties from 1908 to 1915. While always available 
in lower grades, Gem examples of each of these issues are scarce. 
This example displays bright, frosted mint luster that has taken on 
a distinctive reddish-gold color. The strike is sharp throughout, and 
there are only small abrasions present. (#9154) 


Multihued Gem 1911 Double Eagle 



4508 1911 MS65 NGC. The two sides of this Gem 1911 double eagle 
are equally attractive but present distinct appearances. The obverse 
has a peach-orange tint to yellow-gold surfaces and appreciable 
cartwheel luster with a little flash, while the reverse displays a 
greenish overtone at certain angles while presenting as peach- 
gold otherwise. The luster on the reverse is also a touch more 
intense. Aside from a few tiny marks and a small scrape hidden in 
the reverse rays, this is a carefully preserved example.

The 
NGC Census Report does not itemize the number of Repunched 
Mintmark examples graded with that designation, but shows just 
seven regular 191 CD double eagles graded MS66 ★. This frosty 
and highly lustrous example is a remarkable specimen for the

4511 1911 -S MS64+ PCGS. Warmly lustrous with a light layer of patina 
across apricot-gold surfaces. The color is richest near the rims, 
almost sun-yellow, and aside from a line trailing from the branch, 
the surfaces are of effectively Gem quality.(#9159)

Rarely in Finer Grades 


4512 1911-S MS65 PCGS. Collectors who seek a single double eagle 
from each year are advised to consider the branch mint coins from 
1911, as the Philadelphia issue is a condition rarity. This piece has 
brilliant yellow luster with frosty mint surfaces and bold design 
details. PCGS has only certified 27 finer (10/11). (#9159) 


1913 Saint-Gaudens Twenty, MS64 



4513 1913 MS64 PCGS. An important issue, one of the series of scarce 
P-Mint double eagles from 1909 to 1915. This choice Mint State 
specimen has satiny yellow luster and sharp design elements with 
pristine surfaces. Available without undue difficulty at this grade 
level, but virtually impossible any finer. PCGS has only certified 10 
better submissions (10/11). (#9161) 

Choice 1913 Double Eagle 
Rare Issue in Higher Grades 


4514 1913 MS64 PCGS Secure. The low mintage of 168,700 pieces 
makes the 1913 Saint-Gaudens double eagle a better date in the 
series, especially in high grade. This impressive Choice example 
exhibits well-detailed design elements and vibrant mint luster. 
Only 10 coins have been certified in higher numeric grades at 
PCGS (9/11). (#9161) 


Low-Mintage 1913-S Twenty, MS62 


4515 1913-S MS62 NGC. A meager mintage of 34,000 pieces places 
the 1913-S among the scarcest pre-World War issues. The figure 
is surprising because no double eagles were struck at San Francisco 
in 1912. The present canary-gold representative has booming 
luster and is precisely struck. Faint marks are distributed but are

4516 1913-S MS64 PCGS. The 1913-S Saint-Gaudens twenty boasts 
a low mintage of 34,000 pieces, but the issue is more available 
than this small figure would suggest.

4517 1913-S MS64+ PCGS, CAC. For the 1913-S, the difference 
in value between an MS64 and an MS65 is exceptionally large, 
especially when the bullion content is taken into account. 
Although a full Gem is out of reach for most collectors, the Plus 
grade allows a close approximation without breaking the bank. 
This wheat-gold representative provides vibrant cartwheel sheen 
and only minuscule contact.

4519 1914 MS65 PCGS. The 1914 Saint-Gaudens issue is one of the 
many series entries that confirm that there is not necessarily a 
relation between the initial mintage figures and the subsequent 
survival rates. Hoarding, exporting, repatriation, mass meltings, and 
happenstance have all played major roles in the survivorship of one 
issue over another. In the case of the 1914 twenty, while only 95,200 
coins were produced, judging from the population figures it appears 
as though somewhere from 6% to 10% of that original mintage 
survives today, including both certified and “raw” specimens. 

PCGS has certified 36 coins as MS65, including the present 
example, with two pieces numerically finer (9/11). Intermingled 
greenish-gold and hazel-gray combine delightfully on both sides 
of this Gem, with wonderful bright-frosted luster radiating from 
distraction-free surfaces. A real treat for the Saint-Gaudens 
enthusiast. (#9164) 
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1915 Double Eagle, MS65 
Variegated Color 



4520 1915 MS65 NGC. This Gem Saint-Gaudens twenty from 
Philadelphia has distinctive coloration, primarily orange-gold over 
sun-yellow with a significant greenish overtone that appears when 
the surfaces are tilted away from the light. Features such as Liberty’s 
torch hand are a trifle softly struck, but the definition is better 
elsewhere. While the 1915 double eagle defies its lower mintage 
to be a relatively accessible date in grades through MS64, better 
examples such as the present piece prove far more elusive, and are 
actually condition rarities.

Popular P-Mint From the 1920s 


4521 1920 MS64 PCGS. The 1920 Saint-Gaudens double eagle is 
an underrated condition rarity. While Choice specimens are not 
too difficult to locate, examples in higher grades are virtually 
unobtainable. The present coin is a well-struck piece with vivid 
orange-gold color and vibrant mint luster. PCGS has graded only a 
single coin in higher numeric grade (9/11). (#9170) 


1922-S Double Eagle, MS63 
Once Considered Extremely Rare 


4522 1922-S MS63 PCGS. While still scarce today, the 1922-S was 
once considered a major rarity in the Saint-Gaudens series. Its 
rarity was a result of gold exports shortly after the time of issue. 
From the 1950s until the early 1980s, hundreds or even thousands 
of pieces were found in overseas bank vaults. This Select Mint 
State piece has frosty yellow surfaces with scattered marks. The 
design elements are a little weak at the lower obverse, but strong

4523 1922-S MS63 PCGS. The 1922-S, sporting a mintage of 2.658 
million pieces, is generally available through the MS63 grade 
level.

A handful of 
minute abrasion limit the grade. Thousands of ‘22-S twenties were

This spectacular Superb Gem 
exhibits sharply detailed design elements, with pleasing copper- 
gold surfaces and subtle mint luster. Census: 40 in 67, 1 finer (9/11).

4527 1924 MS65 PCGS* A lovely orange-gold Gem whose unblemished 
fields and devices coruscate with luster. Precisely struck, and a 
quality example of the popular Saint-Gaudens type. In a green label

4528 1924 MS67 PCGS Secure. The 1924 double eagle is, along with 
its 1928 cousin, the most widely available of the P-mint Saint- 
Gaudens issues in high Mint State grades. That is a trait that 
should actually make this Superb Gem more appealing to a wider 
audience rather than less, as it is the textbook definition of a classic 
type coin. Glorious luster radiates from each side of this piece, and 
the surfaces are every bit as unabraded as the grade promises. Areas 
of yellow-gold and orange-gold compete for viewer attention with 
small accents of deeper lilac color. Population: 78 in 67, 1 in 67+, 1 
in 68 (9/11). (#9177) 


4529 1925 MS65 NGC. This well-detailed Gem exhibits frosty vibrant 
mint luster, with only a few unobtrusive contact marks in the fields.

Only Five Finer PCGS Examples 



4530 1925 MS66+ PCGS, CAC. The Philadelphia Mint double 
eagles struck between 1923 and 1928 are considered the common 
dates of the series, but examples like the present piece are hardly 
common, as the PCGS population data shows. This Plus designated 
Premium Gem has frosty yellow luster with bold design motifs and 
virtually perfect surfaces that show only tiny marks in the devices.

4531 1925-D MS63 PCGS. A little softness shows on the Capitol 
dome and Liberty’s torch hand, but this attractive Select specimen 
is sharply detailed in other areas.

4532 1925-D MS64 PCGS. Different verse but the same song. The 
1925-D Saint-Gaudens used to be far more elusive to a previous 
generation (or two), but today overseas repatriations have 
made the issue more available. But there is a second theme in 
the counterpoint: The easy discoveries of European and Latin 
American hoards have been long since made. In the case of the 
1925-D, the near-Gem level is about the highest obtainable for 
most collectors, as the Gem populations thin out markedly at both 
PCGS and NGC.

4534 1925-S AU58 PCGS. CAC. Unlike most issues of the decade, 
the 1925-S actually saw some limited use in commerce, and many 
survivors grade AU.

An attractive piece that should realize a favorable price for the 
budget-minded collector. (#9182)

4535 1925-S MS62 PCGS. CAC. The 1925-S Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle is a condition rarity in the series, the only mintmarked issue 
from the 1920s that is seen more often in circulated grades than 
Mint State. Unlike many dates of the series, the 1925-S never 
surfaced in large quantities in overseas holdings. Examples in MS62 
condition are very scarce in today’s market. 

The present coin is an attractive MS62 example, with sharply 
detailed devices that show the slightest touch of softness on 
Liberty’s torch hand and some of the eagle’s feathers. Some die 
striations are noted at O in DOLLARS. The fields display pleasing 
green and yellow-gold color, with vibrant mint luster and strong 
eye appeal. (#9182)

Richly Patinated Surfaces 



4536 1926-D MS62 PCGS. The 1926-D Saint-Gaudens double eagle, 
despite repatriations of some pieces, remains today a key issue in 
the series, particularly in the higher Mint State grades. Much of the 
issue was apparently melted in the 1930s, save for the few pieces 
that had previously escaped the Mint. MS62 is about the average 
grade for survivors, with Gems and even near-Gems seldom seen. 
This MS62 specimen exhibits lovely reddish-gold hues interspersed 
with lilac, over satiny surfaces. The abrasions that account for the 
grade are mostly on the central devices. A prize that will fill an 
empty slot in many a collection.

A Semikey in the Saint-Gaudens Series 



4537 1926-D MS63 PCGS. CAC. The 1926-D is one of the most 
challenging issues in the Saint-Gaudens double eagle series thanks 
to the gold meltings of the 1930s. In the 1930s and ‘40s it was 
considered to be extremely rare with fewer than 10 pieces known, 
but over time examples were discovered in overseas bank vaults. 
Still, NGC and PCGS report a combined population of only 286 
coins — a minuscule figure compared to tens of thousands for other 
dates in this series. The 1926-D remains a very scarce coin. 

Reddish-gold patina drapes the surfaces of this attractive 
representative. Scattered grade-defining abrasions are seen on 
both sides, but none are particularly bothersome. We do note some 
striking softness, most notably on the Capitol building. Thick mint 
frost on both sides enhances the eye appeal. (#9184) 


1926-S Saint-Gaudens Twenty, MS64 
Heavily Melted Issue 



4538 1926-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. One of the important and elusive 
dates in the Saint-Gaudens series, the 1926-S double eagle had an 
original mintage of more than 2 million coins, but few were actually 
released to banks and circulation. The majority of coins struck 
remained in vaults until the mid- to late-1930s, when they were 
melted. This example is fully brilliant with magnificent yellow-gold 
luster and only a few entirely insignificant marks. PCGS has only 
graded 33 finer examples of the date (10/11). (#9185) 
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1927-S Double Eagle, MS63 
A Consistent Rarity Over the Decades 



4539 1927-S MS63 NGC. A piece here, two there, a couple in 
another place: Thus it was that the 1927-S was dethroned as 
the rarest Saint-Gaudens twenty in a slow process of discovery, 
mostly of examples from European holdings. At one time, until 
the late 1940s-early 1950s, the 1927-S, despite its recorded 
mintage exceeding 3.1 million pieces, was thought to be the 
rarest issue in the entire series. In its day, its reputed rarity 
handily outclassed the fabulous rarities of today. Pioneering 
research by early collector Dr. Charles Green demonstrated that, 
despite the high mintage figure, only slightly more than 3,000 
specimens had been released before the Gold Recall of 1933. 

In 1988, David Akers wrote in his Handbook of 20th Century 
United States Gold Coins 1907-1933 the following: 

“Four decades ago, the 1927-S was considered to be the 
fourth rarest issue of the series after the 1924-S, 1926-D 
and 1926-S (in that order). It was thought to be more 
rare than the 1920-S or 1921 and even the 1927-D. 
Over the next 20 or so years, one or a few specimens 
at a time showed up in shipments of double eagles from 
Europe, but I do not recall ever hearing of any ‘hoards’ or 
even a single roll quantity of this issue being discovered.” 

The narrative in his updated Handbook of 2008 is little different, 
except that the intro was changed to “Five decades ago” and this 
concludes the thought: 

“By the end of the 20th century between 100 and 200 
pieces had arrived [from Europe], although at no time was 
there ever a hoard of this issue. Typically grading MS-60 to 
MS-64, the 1927-S is particularly rare as a Gem and all but 
unknown any finer than MS-66.” 

The 1927-S is today still a highly desirable issue, and a 
well-produced one at that. The scarcity of Gem or finer pieces 
additionally puts them out of the reach of many collectors. This 
example exhibits the bright yellow-gold mint luster typically 
seen on this scarce issue. The strike is generally solid for the 
date, though a touch of softness is visible at Liberty’s knee. 
Marks are wispy for the most part, with the exception of a few 
horizontal abrasions at the central obverse and a curving scrape 
on the eagle’s upper wing. The prevailing honey-gold color is 
an attractive plus, and the eye appeal is high-end for the MS63 
designation. Census: 13 in 63, 28 finer (9/11).

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TERRITORIAL GOLD 

August Bechtler Gold Dollar, MS63, K-24 
Dazzling Prooflike Fields 


4540 (1842-52) A. Bechtler Dollar, 27G. 21C., Plain Edge MS63 
PCGS. K-24, R.3. The K-24 August Bechtler gold dollar is the 
most frequently encountered variety of this popular private gold 
coiner. However, this is an unusual, high-grade example. Perhaps 
the most unusual aspect is the deep, flashy prooflikeness on each 
side. The high Uncirculated grade is also unusual, but not as much 
as the mirroring in the fields. The combination of both results 
in a coin with undeniable eye appeal and collector interest. The 
surfaces are bright yellow-gold with scattered patches of red, most 
likely from improper mixture of the copper alloy.

Lettered Edge Humbert 1851 fifty dollar issues are particularly 
unsuited to the current system of third-party grading and 
encapsulation, as one of the most interesting features of the coins 
is the edge lettering, difficult or sometimes impossible to read 
given the current technologies. The hand-stamped lettering on all 
eight edges has led to some remarkable inversions, transpositions, 
and other blunders known in that area. This AU Details example 
displays bright yellow-gold surfaces with a trace of red. The strike 
is remarkably strong for the type. A couple of minor marks appear 
below the scroll on the obverse and one below the 0 in 50 on the 
reverse. The rim filing is only noticeable on one side, the top of the 
reverse as the coin is turned end-over-end. The satiny luster is a 
plus, and all eight points are blemish-free on the obverse, with only 
two minor bumps on the reverse points.

The 1851-52 Augustus Humbert-U.S. Assay 
Office octagonal fifty dollar gold pieces were the Gold Rush 
equivalent of today taking a one-ounce American Platinum 
Eagle into Wal-Mart to pay for groceries. 

Various bureaucratic obstructions prevented the building of 
a true branch mint in San Francisco until 1854, and many of 
the smaller-denomination private issues of 1849-51 — mostly 
five and ten dollar pieces, the occasional twenty — from Miners’ 
Bank, Baldwin, Pacific Company, Dubosq, Dunbar, Schultz, and 
others were discredited, rightly or wrongly, in assays conducted 
by Eckfeldt and Dubois back in Washington and publicized 
by James King of William. Those pieces were largely melted, 
sometimes nearly the entire run of those produced. 

The first Humbert fifty dollar octagonal coins appeared in 
February 1851. Don Kagin writes in Private Gold Coins and 
Patterns of the United States: 

“The new ‘government’ issues forced most of the inferior 
privately issued gold pieces out of circulation, although 
the private coins did not cease operations until March. 
The Mormon and Pacific Company coins especially 
were received at their true intrinsic value and remelted 
into $50 slugs. This sufficiently cleansed the business 
world of debased coins formerly tolerated because of 
necessity.” 

Of course, the fifty dollar issues of 1851-52 completely failed 
to alleviate a more basic problem, a chronic shortage of gold 
coins in denominations less than fifty dollars, which the melting 
of the discredited coins exacerbated. Washington bureaucrats in 
July 1851 again rejected the call to mint smaller-denomination 
coins, calling it “not deemed expedient.” The public view of the 
fifty dollar ingots continued to dim as merchants were forced to 
use foreign coins to make change for the large pieces. Small- 
denomination federal gold coins fetched premiums, while 
merchants would discount the fifty dollar gold coins from 2% to 
4% — as Kagin writes, “not much of an improvement over the 
undervalued private coinage of several months just past.” 

Fortunately, Moffat and Company and U.S. Assay Office 
ten and twenty dollar pieces dated 1852 alleviated the situation 
— and obviated the need for the large fifty dollar slugs, which 
would end with the 1852 coinage. 

This Choice AU example shows bright, greenish-gold, satiny 
surfaces that are minimally marked for such large, heavy gold 
coins. Two small bumps appear on the obverse rim points, none 
on the reverse. A slight planchet depression appears at 4 o’clock 
on the obverse. The strike is a bit weak, as usual, on the upper 
shield and central eagle’s breast. Examples of this caliber and in 
such a high circulated grade appear seldom; informed bidders 
will act accordingly.

Likely of high purity, 
as noted by the Perth Mint to be “at least 92% gold” based on 
origin, “the balance being mainly silver.”

4564 Australian Gold Nugget. With Perth Mint certificate of 
authenticity listing the weight at 1.5 troy ounces. This partly 
water-smoothed nugget cradles as single quartz crystal in one of 
its crannies. In the great “gold rush” eras of Australian history, 
most nuggets were melted down to make ingots and coins, and so 
examples of this size are uncommon today.

4566 Gold Nugget 24.9 grams. At first we thought this was an alluvial 
nugget, but it appears the high points have simply been rubbed 
over the years. This gives it a smoother appearance than most 
nuggets taken from the earth. Close examination reveals the 
rougher, almost crystalline texture on the interior of the nugget, 
areas unaffected by friction from rubbing. The nugget has a slight 
brownish cast, indicating a higher copper content. Most likely not 
from Australia.

Probably the Finest Known 



Crosby 
DA3, Noe-31, W-240, High R.6. Ex: Ford. This remarkable 
specimen is plated in the Noe and Wurtzbach references. 
Even though the Noe attribution scheme lists seven different 
variety numbers for the Oak Tree twopence, the entire series 
was produced from a single pair of dies. The various numbers 
represent recuttings and died states of the dies. The recutting 
of the reverse die, and the significant difference between the 
Small Date and Large Date stages are sufficient that they 
continue to be recognized as different varieties. In The Silver 
Coins of Massachusetts (The American Numismatic Society, 
2010), Christopher]. Salmon identifies the Small Date pieces 
as variety DA, and the Large Date pieces as Variety DB. 

The DA Small Date twopence are also identified as Noe-29 
through 31, and Crosby DA2 and DA3. The DB Large Date 
pieces are identified as Noe-32 through 34, and Crosby DAL 
Individual collectors will have to decide for themselves how far 
to pursue the series. Some may decide that a single specimen, 
such as this Gem specimen from the Ford sale, will suffice to 
represent the Oak Tree twopence. Others may desire two pieces, 
and some might decide to acquire every Noe variation, a total 
of six different coins. 

Regardless of the depth of any collection, this specimen will 
rank among the finest available coins. It is from the famous 
John ]. Ford, Jr. Collection, and earlier was in several important 
collections. Both sides have full frosty luster with bold details, 
including a sharply detailed tree on the obverse. The lettering 
is nearly complete on both sides, including much of the outer 
beaded border on the obverse, and a complete outer border on 
the reverse. The obverse is off-center to the lower left, while 
the reverse is nicely centered. An important opportunity for the 
advanced collector and colonial connoisseur. Population: 1 in

A 
few other small reverse breaks and cracks are noted. The variety 
has a pleasing appearance, as Christopher J. Salmon discusses 
in his reference that was published last year by The American 
Numismatic Society: 

“The overall aesthetic effect of this coin is very pleas¬ 
ing. The rocker press effect of vertical elongation of the 
inner circle, the centering of the small tree and the style 
of engraving give the central portion of the obverse an 
appearance similar to a cameo or engraved gem. The 
inscription is fine in style and well-spaced, forming an 
attractive frieze between the inner and outer circles. As 
a result, this coin is often cited as the most elegant in 
design of all of the Massachusetts silver series and is 
highly sought-after as a representative for type among 
collectors.” 

When Sydney Noe published his reference on the Pine Tree 
coinage in 1952, he chose this exact specimen to illustrate 
Noe-1. It is a lovely Gem with full legends and nearly full outer 
borders. The planchet shows the characteristic S-bend from the 
rocker press. The surfaces of this impressive Gem show deep 
and original gold and iridescent toning with all of the design 
elements boldly impressed. This is an incredible specimen for 
the colonial aficionado.

5004 1796 MS66 NGC. JR-1, R..3 The most instantly recognizable 
of the 1796 dime varieties, thanks to the die break or “cud” at 
star 1 that appears on virtually all known examples, the JR-1 
is also scarce in an absolute sense, though it is also the year’s 
most readily available die variety across the grading spectrum. 
This piece is from a later die state, with prominent crack in the 
field just to the right of Liberty’s face as well as prominent clash 
marks throughout. 

Beyond the needs of die-variety enthusiasts, the JR-1 is of 
particular importance to type and Guide Book collectors. As 
the first year of issue for dimes, the 1796 date was saved in 
quantity, and it follows logically that the JR-1 has a plurality 
of high-grade specimens. This holds true in practice, especially 
for coins in Gem and better condition. Among the eight 1796 
dimes graded MS66 by NGC (there are three finer), a look at 
Heritage’s Permanent Auction Archives shows that at least 
three distinct coins are of the JR-1 variety (10/11). 

This Premium Gem offers beautiful blue-green peripheral 
toning over otherwise light silver-gray surfaces. In accordance 
with comments in Early United States Dimes, this later-state 
coin has a “shallow central portion,” though this weakness is 
localized and the portrait is sharp for the date. Both sides are 
attractively lustrous and minimally marked. A gorgeous coin 
capable of inspiring spirited bidding.

When this specimen was offered as part of the 
Starr sale in 1992, the cataloger wrote that only six proofs were 
confirmed. This Gem and the Eliasberg near-Gem are likely the 
finest of those known specimens. 

This deeply mirrored Gem exhibits electric-blue and 
iridescent toning with sharp design definition and light cameo 
contrast, although there is no designation on the holder. All the 
characteristics of early proofs are present on this piece, with full 
design elements, fully mirrored fields, raised rims, and a squared 
edge.

Branch mint 1891-0 proofs are known of 
both the quarter and dollar. It would stand to reason that they 
would also exist for the dime. The fields on this piece display 
uniform reflectivity from rim to rim on each side. What we have 
noticed over the years is branch mint proof coinage is not a carbon 
copy of Philadelphia proofs. Rather, they are imitations of P-mint 
proofs that show the clear intent of striking a special coin. Often 
they display incomplete die polishing, especially the dollars, On 
this piece, the only “non-Philadelphia” proof aspect is slight 
softness of high point detail. This is uniform over each side, an 
indication that the dies were set too far apart rather than merely a 
softly struck coin. Deep blue, rose, and gray patina covers each side. 
The surfaces are well-preserved on each side and have obviously 
been meticulously cared for over the past 100+ years. 


5008 1878 PR65 Cameo NGC. The short-lived twenty cent piece 
ended with a mintage of just 600 proofs in 1878. This is a high-end 
Cameo survivor from that terminal issue, impressively contrasted 
on the obverse with an even stronger cameo effect on the reverse. 
Faint golden elements appear at the margins, and two dots of deep 
toning are present at the peripheral obverse. Census: 15 in 65

Intermediate Die Stage 



5009 1806 MS65 NGC. B-3, R.l. An intermediate die stage, 
showing the reverse rim crumbling over M of stage 2, and 
the die crack of stage 4, but no evidence of the stage 3 clash 
marks. All die stage descriptions are from the new early quarter 
reference by Steve Tompkins. This example is the finest of those 
six pieces that he lists in his 1806 B-3 Condition Census. 

The obverse and reverse dies were both used for varieties in 
addition to the B-3 combination. The obverse die was also used 
for B-2, and the reverse die was also used for B-4. Tompkins 
presents a detailed remarriage chart for the three varieties, 
showing that 1806 B-2 was struck first, B-3 was struck second, 
B-4 was struck third, and finally more examples of B-3 were 
struck fourth. The final use of the dies for B-3, struck after 
B-4, is called a “remarriage” since the same dies were joined 
together for a second time. Documenting any remarriage among 
early coins is an extremely difficult challenge, since multiple 
examples of all varieties have to be studied, and exact die state 
differences must be documented. 

Faint traces of champagne toning appear on the obverse 
of this otherwise fully brilliant white quarter. Both sides have 
highly lustrous and frosty surfaces with few imperfections of 
any kind, other than a planchet impurity that is visible on the 
obverse rim over IB. The lower part of the obverse and upper 
part of the reverse show considerable weakness. Struck on a 
screw press, this piece is a couple turns short of a full strike. 
Since all of the peripheral detail is fully defined, the weakness 
may not be attributable to improper operation of the screw 
press. Instead, the possibility exists that one of both dies were 
slightly sunken at the center, making it impossible to achieve a 
full strike.

Formerly 
offered as lot 1291 in the second part of the John Jay Pittman 
Collection (Akers, 5/1998), where it was described in part as: 

“Very sharply struck except on the first two stars which 
are flat. The fields are deeply mirrorlike and have only 
a few very light hairlines and contact marks. On the 
reverse, there is a small lump of die rust between the last 
A of AMERICA and the top arrowhead. There are also 
several lint marks, including one from the top serif of 
the C to the talon above it and another below the right 
wing of the eagle. The D in UNITED and the first S in 
STATES are also weak. The characteristics described 
here for this specimen...are common to all of the known 
Proofs of this variety. 

“The 1833 Quarter is an extreme rarity in Proof with only 
three or four specimens known...all of the few Proofs 
that exist are (from) this B-1 variety. However, fully 
prooflike examples exist of both the B-1 and B-2 varieties 
and, unfortunately, some such specimens have been 
incorrectly labeled as Proofs when they were actually 
just prooflike business strikes.” 

The Pittman specimen is virtually untoned. The devices are 
heavily frosted and present a strong white-on-black cameo 
contrast on each side. Fantastically appealing and highly 
important, a top-flight rarity.

5012 1865 PR67 Cameo NGC. The 1865 is known as a scarce date 
as a business strike with only 58,800 business strikes. A mere 500 
proofs were also struck. At this level only two coins have been 
certified, and there is one PR68 Cameo that has been graded 
also. This piece is distinguished from the other PR67 Cameo by 
a tiny, round planchet flake to the left of the bottom of the 1 
in the date, and an almost invisible diagonal field mark on the 
reverse below the upper arrowhead. The surfaces are brilliant 
throughout, and the fields are deeply reflective with thick mint 
frost over the devices. Fully struck, as expected.

Heraldic Eagle Reverse 



5016 1798 Large Eagle, Pointed 9 MS62 PCGS. B-27, BB-113, 
R.2. The reported mintage of Draped Bust dollars in 1798 was 
327,536 pieces, the seconddargest of the series. The mintage was 
divided between two major design types, the Small Eagle Reverse, 
of which 2 die varieties are known, and the Heraldic Eagle Reverse, 
for which 31 varieties have been discovered. The present coin 
represents the BBT 13 variety of the Heraldic Eagle type, identified 
by the high 8 in the date and the die crack from the reverse rim 
through the second S in States, through the top of OF and wing tip, 
to the rim above A. Bowers-Borckardt Die State II. 

The coin offered here is a rare MS62 specimen with sharply 
detailed design elements and glossy surfaces that retain much 
original mint luster under iridescent lavender and gold toning. 
The profile of Liberty shows an outline, as if the coin had been 
struck multiple times, apparently a result of die bounce or more 
technically shelf doubling.

Die State III. A single “collar” type clash marks appears adjacent 
to the upper bust line, and a fine die crack joins the second feather 
of the left facing wing to the border at about 10 o’clock. This is the 
latest die state, and the state most frequently encountered for the 
B-2 dollar. 

Any early silver dollar in Mint State is a rarity, despite quite a 
number of pieces in the present sale. Among Draped Bust, Heraldic 
Eagle dollars, 1801 is the hardest date to locate in MS60 or finer grades. 
The population data shows that 1799 is the most available date in 
Mint State, followed by 1802, 1798, 1800, 1803, and 1801. 

In addition to the rarity of the date in Mint State grades, the 
B'2 dollar is also a conditionally rare variety. A single example is 
recorded in Bowers’ Notable Specimens section as MS63, a coin 
that last appeared in auction more than 100 years ago in the Mills 
Collection sale handled by the Chapman brothers, and remains 
unlocated today. The next finest in the Bowers list is an AU58 
grade piece from the 1945 Boyd Collection, and another AU58 
from the 1989 Brooks Collection sale. This piece might be the 
Mills Specimen, or it could be a previously unknown example. 
In either event, we feel that it is undoubtedly the finest known 
example of the variety, and possibly the only Mint State B^2 
silver dollar.

The usual die 
state has a perfect obverse die in its only appearance on the 
early dollars. The reverse die appears on even different varieties 
dated 1801, 1802, and 1803, with the die lapped and now in its 
final or seventh use. The obverse has stars 1 and 13 distant from 
the hair and drapery, and the 1 and 3 close to the hair curl and 
drapery. On later uses of the reverse, that die has a short spur 
from the lower right curve of the D. 

A weak central strike is typical of the 1803 B-5 silver 
dollars. However, the peripheral elements are boldly defined 
with nice centering and a complete border on each side. This 
variety is plentiful in the context of 1803 silver dollars, but 
it is a condition rarity, and the present specimen is probably 
the second or third finest known. Although about 400 to 500 
examples survive in all grades, less than 10 are known in Mint 
State. In 1993, Dave Bowers wrote that several higher grade 
Mint State pieces are known, and that B-5 is the most populous 
variety of the year in Mint State. However, no 1803 dollar 
varieties can be called common in Mint State.

With only 600 proofs issued, the 1868 is elusive 
in any grade. It is rare to see a proof Seated Liberty dollar with 
a Cameo designation, a fact supported by the population figures 
from NGC and PCGS. Between these two services 466 proof 1868 
dollars have been graded, a number that undoubtedly includes 
many resubmissions. Of these just 67 are Cameos with another 13 
awarded a Deep or Ultra Cameo designation — barely 17% of the 
total population. Even without the Cameo finish, few 1868 dollars 
exist at the PR66 level. This magnificent proof striking is bright 
and flashy. Each side has a near-brilliant centers that is surrounded

The 
devices show a significant amount of mint frost and subsequent 
mild cameo contrast that is evident even through the light golden- 
rose toning covering each side.

Although there is no record of any of 
these coins being melted, the total population at NGC and PCGS 
is roughly the same as the three previous Seated dollar proofs, 
which had mintages of 600 to 625 specimens. As with most proof 
dollars from this period, the certified population centers around the 
grades of PR63 and PR64. Most specimens, it seems, were cleaned 
or improperly stored, and consequently Gems are rare. Premium 
Gems are, of course, even rarer, and may be seen only occasionally 
in a major auction. NGC and PCGS combined have graded just

This piece combines the first obverse 
described by Bowers-Borckardt — “top of 1 in date below G of 
GOD” — with the reverse normally seen with the other obverse 
listed — “No projection or right side to crossbar of 4 in 420 (but 
a tiny dot-like remnant is visible.” Possibly a rare variety? A few 
marks on the slab should not be mistaken for marks on the coin;

Trade dollars were 
only produced in proof format in 1882, for the fifth year in a 
row, with a fairly generous mintage of 1,097 pieces. A nearly 
equivalent number of Morgan dollar proofs were struck (1,100 
pieces) and business-strike Morgan dollars were produced in 
large quantities at all four mints. From this it can be surmised 
that the Trade dollars were produced mainly for inclusion in 
silver proof sets, which enjoyed great popularity at the time. 
The sets were being offered at auction within a year of their 
striking, as evidenced by lot 543 of the Berg Collection (John 
W. Haseltine, 5/1883), which reads, “1882 Brilliant proofs. 
Complete set. Both dollars.” Numismatists of the 19th century 
may have believed the 1882 was rare, because of the lack of a 
business-strike emission, but the issue is not difficult to locate 
today in the context of the series. 

All 1882 proof Trade dollars are of the Type Two Obverse, 
Type Two Reverse design, with the ribbon end pointing down 
and no berry beneath the claw on the reverse. Three different 
reverse dies were used, with this specimen representing the lb 
variety, with the right crossbar of the 4 in 420 extremely faint, 
and a normal second L in DOLLAR. 

The present coin is the finest Ultra Cameo 1882 Trade 
dollar certified by either of the leading grading services, and it 
is hard to imagine any example matching its surpassing quality. 
Unlike many specimens of this issue, the design elements are 
sharply detailed throughout. Even the usual trouble spots, like 
the head and upper stars, show bold definition. The surfaces 
are virtually pristine and deeply reflective, providing intense 
cameo contrast with the frosty devices. We find no record of 
a comparably graded specimen being offered at public auction, 
and it may be years before the opportunity to acquire this piece 
recurs.

“1883 Proof Trade dollars are somewhat scarcer than the 
mintage, even allowing for some melting, would indT 
cate. The date seems to have an unusually high number 
of impaired survivors; perhaps as many as 25 to 50 lightly 
worn ones exist.” 

Bowers also cites Trade dollar authority Bruce Amspacher, who 
wrote: “Scarce in Gem condition. ... Slightly sub-par in overall 
quality (strike, depth of mirror, eye appeal) compared to issues of 
1879-82.” 

This present Superb Gem proof does not fit the profile above. 
The strike is exceptional, as manifested in the detail of Liberty’s 
head, in the star centers, and on the eagle’s plumage. The motifs 
stand in contrast to the mirrored fields, and the overall surfaces 
are bathed in waves of cobalt-blue, lavender, and yellow-gold. 
The preservation is impeccable throughout, with outstanding eye 
appeal.

The reverse sports electric-blue border patina which 
fades through lavender, amethyst, and pink with a pale apricot core 
left-of-center.

Proof Morgan 
dollars went along for the ride, with a generous reported mintage 
of 1,335 pieces. The present coin is a spectacular Superb Gem, 
with iridescent shades of golden-brown, cerulean-blue, and gray 
toning. The devices are sharply-detailed and the fields are brightly 
reflective under the toning, resulting in strong cameo contrast. Eye 
appeal is excellent. Population: 8 in 67, 4 finer (9/11). (#87315) 
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PR67 Cameo 1881 Morgan Dollar, VAM-8 
Doubled ‘18-1’ in Date 



5032 1881 PR67 Cameo PCGS. CAC. VAM-8. The 1881 Morgan 
dollar proof issue was the fourth in the series —fifth, if one is 
counting the two first-year varieties — that debuted in 1878. 
After a couple of four-digit proof totals in 1879 and 1880, the 
1881 production figure declined just slightly to the three-figure 
range, 984 coins to be precise. Walter Breen’s Proof Encyclopedia 
has some interesting comments concerning the 1881 proof 
dollars: 

“VAM 8, lightly doubled 18-1. Later, often hollow 
around engraver’s initial M on obverse. Dangerously 
deceptive first strikes are numerous. Real proofs from 
now through 1904 have rims (outside beaded borders) 
broader than uncirculated counterparts, and these rims 
are sharp on inner and (usually) outer borders. Relief 
details are also sharper than on uncirculated coins. The 
key points for checking this are central curls, eagle’s 
breast feathers, and details of wreath. Poor definition 
here, or any trace of frost in open fields (not necessarily 
inside ribbon bow), should be grounds for rejecting the 
coin.” 

The sharp strike and broad rims on this piece, as Breen 
describes, clearly characterize it as an unquestioned proof, and a 
quite nice one at that. The VAMWorld.com website describes 
the interesting doubling found on this proof issue, discovered 
by Leonard Hinckley in 1974. The first 1 is doubled slightly at 
the top right of the vertical shaft, while the first 8 is doubled 
slightly at the top right of the inside lower loop. Finally, the 
second 1 is doubled at the top left and shows a lump about two- 
thirds of the way down. 

Strong magnification is required to discern these 
microscopic details, but they definitely are present. The 
surfaces are nicely contrasted throughout, with the fields 
showing unfathomably deep mirrored effect. This contributes 
to the Cameo designation more than heavy frost, although the 
devices are well-frosted. The surfaces are near-brilliant, but 
there is a faint tracing of russet around the extreme edge of each 
side, mostly over the rim and denticles. 

This Superb Gem Cameo coin is one of only three 
submissions at this PCGS grade level, surpassed by a single 
Cameo finer (10/11). (#87316) 
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Premium Gem Proof 1884 Morgan Dollar 
Finest Deep Cameo Specimen at PCGS 



5033 1884 PR66 Deep Cameo PCGS. The 875 proof Morgan dollars 
produced in 1884 were struck from a single pair of dies. While coins 
with the Cameo designation are reasonably available, Deep Cameo 
examples are extremely rare. This is the only PCGS-certified 
Deep Cameo specimen (10/11). This coin displays needle-sharp 
definition on all design elements and mostly brilliant fields, with 
a touch of gold toning in selected areas. The contrast between the 
frosty devices and the deeply mirrored fields is profound and eye 
appeal is outstanding.

One of just two Ultra Cameo specimens of this issue certified by 
NGC, the other a PR68 without Plus or Star designation (10/11).

5035 1903 PR68 NGC. This is only the third appearance of a PR68 
1903 Morgan dollar in any of our auctions since the beginning 
of our Permanent Auction Archives in 1993. The other two 
appearances were for a single coin. The NGC Census Report lists 
five examples certified PR68 with three others called PR68 Cameo 
(10/11). PCGS has never certified a PR68. 

This Superb Gem proof has delicate cameo contrast, although 
insufficient to receive such a designation. Both sides are fully 
mirrored with lovely delicate rose, violet, and iridescent toning. 
This piece is destined for a high end proof Morgan collection or

1921 Chapman PR64 Cameo PCGS. CAC. The Chapman 
proof Morgan dollars are believed to be the result of a clandestine 
transaction between coin dealer Henry Chapman and Chief 
Engraver George T. Morgan that took place late in 1921. The 
mintage is uncertain, with Walter Breen reporting 12 pieces 
struck, while Q. David Bowers estimates a production of 30 coins. 
The grading services have certified a surprisingly large number of 
examples, possibly due to resubmissions and crossovers. 

The Chapman proofs are distinguished from their Zerbe 
counterparts by the deeply mirrored quality of their fields. This 
spectacular Choice example shows distinct elements of contrast 
between the reflective fields and the frosty devices, much like the 
Morgan dollar proofs of the 1890s. Only a few minor hairlines and 
contact marks are evident, with a few hints of light golden toning. 
This is the only Cameo Chapman proof certified by PCGS (10/11), 
further testimony to its incredible rarity and value. (#87342) 
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EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 


1806/4 Quarter Eagle, MS64 
8x5 Stars, BD-1 
Fabulous, Reflective Example 



5037 1806/4 8x5 Stars MS64 NGC. Breen-6122, BD-1, High 

R.4. BD Obverse State b/Reverse State b. The 1806/4 BD-1 
quarter eagle has the stars arranged 8 and 5 on the left and 
right, while the 1 806/5 BD-2 has the stars arranged 7 and 6. 
The 1806/5 BD-2 is rated High R.5 by Bass-Dannreuther (25-35 
known), while the 1806/4 is rated High R.4 (75-90 known). 

This wonderful near-Gem example of the 1806/4 BD-1 is 
certainly rare by any definition of the word, however. The 
remnants of the underlying 4 are obvious beneath the left 
side of the 6 in the date. The serif of the 1 nearly touches 
the hair, and the pointed top of the 6 lies well up into the 
lower drapery. Stars 1 and 8 touch the hair curl and cap, 
respectively. On the reverse, star 11 is double punched, with 
nine star points showing. Each E is missing its upper left serif. 

This reverse is one of the seven known dual-denomination 
dies used to produce both early dimes and quarter eagles 
between 1797 and 1807. The reverse die of the present example 
was earlier used to produce the 1805 BD-1 quarter eagles, and 
later to produce the 1806/5 BD-2 quarter eagles, the 1807 BD-1 
quarter eagles, and finally the 1807 JR-1 dimes. 

This coin is apparently in an earlier obverse die state. All 
known specimens, including the present piece, show a crack 
connecting stars 2-7. One small die crack runs from a dentil left 
of L and joins the tops of LIB, and another connects the tops 
of ERTY. A crack connects stars 9 and 10, but there is no trace 
of the later crack connecting stars 12 and 13 to the border near 
the date. 

Gorgeous mint luster radiates from the greenish-gold 
surfaces, which are prooflike in appearance (although 
undesignated by NGC). Some light planchet adjustment marks 
appear in Liberty’s hair on the obverse, scarcely visible without 
a loupe. Striking softness is noted in the center reverse on 
IBUS UNUM, the scroll, eagle’s neck, shield lines, and the base 
of the eagle’s left (facing) wing. Some light planchet roughness, 
as made, appears occasionally near the rims under a loupe. 
Overall, however, the prooflike surfaces with superb luster and 
a near-total lack of singular abrasions confirm the eye appeal, 
and more than justify the near-Gem grade. 

In MS64 this specimen is currently the single finest certified 
1806/4 at NGC, and at PCGS there is also a single MS64 finest 
( 10 / 11 ).

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Gem 1829 Quarter Eagle, BD-1 
Highly Reflective, Prooflike Surfaces 
Tied for Second in the Condition Census 
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5038 1829 MS65 NGC. Breen-6132, BD-1, High R.4. Bass-Dannreuther Die State a/a. The 1829 quarter eagles marked an important 
turning point in Mint production and signaled the start of numerous modernizations in technology, plant, and equipment that 
loomed on the horizon. The 1829 quarter eagles are the first of what the Guide Book calls the Capped Head to Left, Reduced 
Diameter design; Bass-Dannreuther call it the Capped Bust, Small Dentils type. The design, executed by chief engraver William Kneass, 
is quite similar to the Robert Scot design of 1821 through 1827 (with gaps typical of quarter eagle coinage history). The main 
difference is that the 1829 quarter eagles were struck with a close collar or collar die, a third die that imparted edge 
reeding and “made varying coin diameters a thing of the past,” according to Bass-Dannreuther. 

The 1829 quarter eagle was produced to the extent of a meager 3,403 reported specimens, of which Bass-Dannreuther estimate 
that some 70 to 90 pieces survive today. Nearly all of the old-tenor gold coinage (this refers to higher gold content rather than 
superannuated singers) dated in the late 1820s through 1834 was melted when its face value was overtopped by its bullion value; the few 
pieces that survive today were set aside as souvenirs or saved by chance, escaping the clutches of bullion dealers of the time. 

All of the 1829 quarter eagles were manufactured using a single pair of dies and all apparently showing the prime state with 
no clashing, lapping, or cracks on either side. Given the minuscule number minted, it comes as little surprise that Mint State 
examples show prooflike surfaces; in fact, the same dies were used to strike the (known or suspected) proofs as well as the business 
strikes, which are uniformly prooflike. The example in the Smithsonian Institution is described as a “glittering gem Proof’ in 
the Garrett and Guth Gold Encyclopedia, and both the Bass and Eliasberg Collection specimens have been described or considered 
for proof or presentation strike status. The 1829 quarter eagle is, according to Garrett and Guth, the first year of the 
denomination for which unquestioned proofs are known, “thanks to the innovative close collar technology.” 

The reverse die shows the small 2 in the fraction of the denomination “2-1/2” recut, an interesting tidbit published by American 
Numismatic Rarities in 2006 (6/2006, lot 2441, an MS64 NGC example) and in that same year in Bass-Dannreuther. Since no examples with 
a later state of the 1829 reverse die are known, it is a mystery why the reverse die was retired. A new reverse die appeared 
in 1830, and it was used successively with each year’s new obverse die, dated 1830, 1831, 1832, 1833, and 1834, at which 
time the Classic Head design was introduced. 

John Dannreuther also writes of the reverse die: 

“Previously unreported, the 1829 reverse has some letters mismatched, corrected on the 1830 reverse. Also in 1829, the first 2 in 
2-1/2 is recut and square based, not curled based like the 1830 reverse, used for the other varieties of this type.” 

Dannreuther goes into no further specifics regarding the “mismatching,” and it appears minor, at best. The 1829 quarter eagles also 
have “beaded” dentils around the edges, as opposed to the previous design where the cigar-shaped dentils were “scooped” out with a 
tool of some type after being punched into the dies individually. Bass-Dannreuther note that the beaded dentils along with the stars and 
lettering were nonetheless still added by hand “to each of the working dies for this type, as each die has a different number.” 

The present MS65 NGC-certified example is a coin with remarkable appeal, displaying fields that are brightly reflective and fully 
prooflike on each side. Only a single mentionable mark appears, on the forefront of the cap. The surfaces are sharply struck throughout, 
bright yellow-gold with a hint of red present. 

Although several notable Mint State examples survive, most of them MS64 at best — an occurrence likely due to the introduction, 
and consequent setting aside of a few nice examples, of the new design type introduced in this year. Few Gems are certified at either 
service. This piece is the only MS65 specimen at NGC, and there are two submissions at PCGS in that grade. This piece is thus tied for 
second place in the Condition Census behind a single MS67 PCGS example finer (10/11). This important piece should pose a significant 
opportunity for early gold specialists.

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1831 Small Diameter Quarter Eagle, MS66 ★ 
Close Collar, BD-1, Tied for Second Finest 



5039 1831 MS66 ★ NGC. Breen-6134, BD-1, R.4. The only 
variety. All quarter eagles struck prior to the 1834 weight 
adjustment (pre-Classic Head design) had extremely low 
mintages and are quite scarce today. The reduced-diameter 
Capped Head Left quarter eagles, minted from 1829 to 1834, 
were struck in a close collar, which was a significant change 
from the pre-1829 quarter eagles. The close collar was, in effect, 
a third die that imparted a reeded edge on the coin at the same 
time it was struck with the obverse and reverse designs. 

Although this distinction between the Large Diameter and 
Small Diameter Capped Head issues is seldom noted, it was 
an important refinement that not only increased the speed of 
production at the Mint but also improved the appearance of 
the coins. The smaller diameter and close collar gave the coins 
higher rims that allowed for higher relief and protected the 
design elements from wear. 

With a mintage of only 4,520 pieces it is unsurprising that 
the 1831 is very scarce in all grades. John Dannreuther (2006) 
estimates the total number of survivors at 110 to 125 pieces. 
Early quarter eagles did not circulate extensively, and the 
population data from NGC and PCGS reveals that most of the 
survivors are in About Uncirculated to low Mint State grades. 
The 1831 can actually be purchased in grades up to MS64, 
albeit at a lofty price. 

At the Gem level, however, the 1831 becomes quite 
rare, with only nine examples certified by NGC and PCGS 
combined. The population figures in higher grades, particularly 
at the MS64 and 65 levels, likely include some resubmissions 
and crossovers, and therefore overstate the availability. In MS66 
this issue is extremely rare with just five examples reported 
by NGC and PCGS. The present coin is one of two MS66 
examples that have received a Star designation from NGC for 
exceptional eye appeal. A single MS67 specimen, graded by 
PCGS, is the finest certified 1831 quarter eagle (10/11). 

Glowing, softly frosted mint luster shimmers across the 
surfaces, which are nearly semiprooflike with cartwheel luster at 
the margins. Deep orange-gold patina enhances the eye appeal. 
The strike is full around the periphery while the centers are just 
a touch soft. Several adjustment marks are noted in the center 
of the reverse on the eagle’s left (facing) wing down to the left 
side of the shield. There are no mentionable marks, which is 
unusual even for such a high-grade example. This is certainly 
the finest 1831 quarter eagle we have ever sold. (#7671)

Gleaming PR67 ★ 1905 Quarter Eagle 



5040 1905 PR67 ★ NGC. From a tiny proof mintage of only 144 pieces, 
the 1905 Liberty Head quarter eagle is surprisingly available today, 
but many proof examples have been mishandled. The issue is 
decidedly rare at the Superb Gem level. Collectors prized the issue 
when it appeared; their popularity of the coins can be demonstrated 
by an early auction appearance in the celebrated John Story Jenks 
Collection (Henry Chapman, 12/1921), lot 5813. Chapman stated, 
“1905. Brilliant proof. Very rare, few being coined in proof.” 

The present coin is an absolutely magnificent specimen, with 
outstanding visual appeal to match the high technical grade. 
The surfaces are exceptionally bright and mirrorlike. In their 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins 1795-1933, Jeff Garrett and Ron 
Guth note most coins of the date lack cameo devices. However, 
the present example shows strong elements of contrast on the 
reverse. A tiny planchet flake in the right reverse field is detectable 
with a loupe. NGC has awarded this specimen the coveted Star 
designation. Only one numerically finer coin appears in the Census 
Report (10/11). (#7931) 



1908 PR66 Indian Quarter Eagle 
First Year of the Matte Finish 


5041 1908 PR66 NGC. The novel matte or sandblast finish for proofs 
began in 1908. Mint records indicate 236 quarter eagles were 
struck, and it is possible that half that many survive today, making 
it the most “available” date in the series. The word “available” 
must be placed in quotes, however, as 118 proofs is a minuscule 
number compared to the number of collectors who would like to 
own one. This year has a characteristic khakbbrown color, a finish 
almost never seen on other matte proof dates. This example has 
that expected deep color. The surfaces are seemingly free from 
post'Striking impairments. The only disturbances are a pair of tiny 
planchet flakes in the left reverse field that are clearly of prestriking 
origin, as the sandblast finish covers them. A pronounced wire rim 
encircles each side.

1876 Three Dollar Gold, PR65 Cameo 
Classic 19th Century Proof-Only Rarity 
45 Piece Reported Mintage 



5042 1876 PR65 Cameo NGC. The 1876 three dollar gold piece is 
a classic rarity from a tiny proof-only mintage of 45 pieces. Of 
all the dates in the three dollar series, only the 1875 and 1876 
lack business-strike emissions, putting enormous pressure on 
the small proof mintages from date collectors. The 1876 is not 
as rare as the 1875, but it has the special cachet of being from 
the nation’s centennial year, and it is always in great demand. 

The elusive nature of the 1876 three dollar was evident to 
numismatists almost immediately. In his sale of the William ]. 
Jenks Collection in June of 1883, John W. Haseltine offered a 
“complete” set of three dollar gold pieces. Typical of collecting 
habits of the time, the set contained an example of every date up 
to 1882, the previous year, but completely ignored mintmarked 
issues. Lot 507 reads, “1876. Centennial year. Brilliant proof. 
Excessively rare. But 45 pieces were coined in this year.” 
Because collectors recognized the 1876 as a rare and important 
date many examples were saved and the issue has enjoyed a 
high survival rate. In addition, many researchers believe the 
1876 was restruck at a later date. Q. David Bowers estimates the 
surviving population at 40-60 examples today in all grades. 

Regardless of the number originally struck and the addition 
of possible restrikes, the 1876 is very rare in PR65 Cameo. 
Currently, NGC has certified seven coins in this exalted grade, 
with one finer, while PCGS has graded a single specimen in 
PR65 Cameo, with none finer (10/11). 

The present coin is a magnificent Gem, with razor-sharp 
definition on the frosty design elements. The deeply reflective 
fields provide ample contrast and visual appeal is outstanding. 
A tiny planchet flake on the reverse, outside the wreath about 
3 o’clock, is the only pedigree marker of note. This is only the 
third time Heritage has been privileged to offer an 1876 in 
PR65 Cameo. (#88040) 
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EARLY HALF EAGLES 


1803/2 BD-1 Half Eagle, MS65 
A Condition Census Specimen 



5043 1803/2 MS65 NGC. Breen-6441, BD-1, R.4. Bass- 
Dannreuther Obverse State a / Reverse State b/c. The U.S. 
half eagles from the opening years of the 1800s are a comedy of 
errors. After producing normally dated half eagles in 1800, the 
Mint produced no 1801'dated half eagles, yet the half eagles of 
1802 are all 1802/1 overdates. Similarly, although there are no 
normally dated (nonoverdate) 1802 half eagles, the half eagles 
of 1803 all are 1803/2 overdates. 

This is a marvelous Gem of this popular overdate variety, 
one of four different 1803/2 overdate half eagle die marriages. 
The BD-1 through BD-3 share one overdate obverse, while the 
BD-4 has an obverse unique to that die pairing. 

The BD-1 through BD-3 obverse die is called the “Imperfect 
T, 3 Free of Bust” by Bass-Dannreuther. The 3 barely keeps 
from grazing the lower bust outline, and the bottom right serif 
of the T in LIBERTY is nearly footless, save for a small, narrow 
sticklike projection. Most of the left bottom serif on the Y 
adjacent is also missing. 

The BD-1 reverse is a reuse of the 1802/1 BD-7 die, even 
though it already had several cracks. A star point nearly 
touches the lower beak tip, diagnostic for the reverse. In the 
die state of the current piece, the die cracks include: a long, 
thin crack extending from the rim up through the middle arrow 
shafts, to the left (facing) shield border, up through the I in 
PLURIBUS to star 12; several wispy cracks in the area of the 
rim and laterally through TED; one from star 3 to the cloud 
above; one connecting a cloud to the bottom of E(S); a small 
one through the right wingtip, into the field below F. 

This splendid Gem example has even yellow-gold color 
prevailing throughout, with touches of deeper color near the 
rims and surfaces that are free of any singular contact. The 
middle arrows on the reverse and the nearby shield border are 
weakly struck up, a phenomenon often seen on this variety. 
Minor planchet roughness occurs around stars 2, 7, and 8 above 
the eagle’s head. A few minor planchet adjustment marks on 
the obverse are well-hidden in Liberty’s turban cap. 

This remarkable coin is one of only two examples certified 
MS65 at NGC, with one MS66 finer. PCGS has graded one 
MS65 and two MS66 (10/11). This early half eagle, from one of 
American numismatics’ most challenging series, forms a perfect 
complement to the numerous other high-grade gold coins in 
this memorable consignment. (#8084) 
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5044 1807 Bust Left MS64 NGC. Breen-6453, BD-8, R.2. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State c/a, with the obverse lapped from its last 
BD-7 appearance and the reverse still fresh. The BD-8 is the more 
available of two first-year Capped Bust Left half eagle die pairings, 
as the BD-7 is rare regardless of grade. Bass and Dannreuther 
describes the BD-8 as “among the most available of all varieties of 
early gold coins,” so it comes as little surprise that it is popular with 
today’s type collectors. 

This is a magnificent near-Gem example, lustrous green-gold 
with scattered orange overtones. Well-defined devices show only 
a handful of post-striking abrasions. The lower left obverse shows 
adjustment marks, and a small planchet void is noted between the 
right wingtip and the first A in AMERICA. Census: 22 in 64, 5 
finer (10/11). (#8101) 


5045 1809/8 MS63 NGC. CAC. Breen-6458, BD-1, High R.3. 

The only variety known for the date. This traditionally described 
overdate may be a repunched date, rather than a true overdate. 
For certain, “something” can be seen beneath the 9. Rather than 
a previous 8, it might be a simple misplaced 9, the theory Bass- 
Dannreuther endorse. 

This sharply defined example has brilliant yellow-gold luster 
with full mint frost. A few scattered marks are visible, none 
significant. The eye appeal is exceptional for the grade.

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1834 Capped Head Five Dollar, BD-1 
Gem Uncirculated, The Finest Graded Plain 4 
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5046 1834 Capped Head, Plain 4 MS65 NGC. Breen-6499, BD-1, High R.5. On June 28, 1834 Congress passed a law adjusting the 
weight and composition of the gold eagle (which had not been minted since 1804), half eagle, and quarter eagle. The so-called “old 
tenor” coinage, struck prior to this act, was .9167 gold (22 carats), which was based on the composition of British gold coins at the 
time. The new gold coins had a slightly reduced weight and fineness; 8.75 grams to 8.36 grams, and .9167 gold to .8992 gold. 

In the early 1830s the question of bimetallism became an important issue with Congress and the Jackson administration. 
Since the Coinage Act of April 2, 1792 gold coins were slightly undervalued compared to silver coins based on the mandated 
weight and composition of each denomination. This promoted the circulation of silver coins within the United States but also 
caused the export of gold coins to Europe, where they were valued higher. Several proposals to Congress in the early 
1830s sought to end the advantage that had been given to silver and create a policy of bimetallism: the coinage of gold 
and silver coins at a ratio on par with their relative values. The weights would be proportionate based on their actual values. 

While there was strong support for bimetallism, President Jackson hoped that the gold standard would weaken the Bank of 
United States, which he opposed and whose charter extension he had vetoed in 1832. The Bank issued paper money, and 
Jackson believed that if gold coins were overvalued (relative to silver) they would drive paper money out of circulation. When 
passed, the Coinage Act of 1834 set the ratio of silver to gold at 16:1, which was a significant increase from the previous ratio 
of 15:1. The weight and composition of gold coins were reduced and therefore overvalued relative to silver coins. 

The 1834 Capped Head half eagle was the final old tenor issue before the weight and composition change. Anticipating 
the law’s passage, Mint Director Samuel Moore ordered the 24,568 half eagles still on hand to be melted, resulting in a net 
mintage of 50,141 pieces for the 1834. He also instructed Chief Engraver William Kneass to prepare a new design 
for the gold coins to distinguish the lighter-weight new tenor issues. 

Demand for the new gold coins was twofold; first, people melted their old tenor to buy new tenor, instantly increasing 
the total value; second, gold coins were now overvalued relative to silver and therefore more popular. The increased 
demand is obvious from the mintages; the 1834 Capped Head half eagle (old tenor) had a net mintage of 50,141 pieces, 
while the 1834 Classic Head (new tenor) had a mintage of 657,460 pieces. Gold coin mintages from the 1834 
Classic Head onward were many multiples of their earlier counterparts due to the Coinage Act of 1834. 

Walter Breen (1988) writes, “The anticipated flood of older coins did materialize; it has been estimated that over 99% of the 
original pre-1834 mintage was melted, 1834-43, much of it being turned in Classic Head half eagles.” Consequently, Capped Head half 
eagles are very rare today. 

There are four varieties of 1834 Capped Head half eagles, struck with three obverse and three reverse dies. Two, BD-1 
and BD-3, feature a Plain 4 date, while the other two are the Crosslet 4 variety. BD-3 and BD-4 are virtually unobtainable. The 
present coin is the Plain 4 BD-1 variety, which John Dannreuther (2006) estimates has a population of 30 to 40 specimens, 
slightly fewer than the population of the Crosslet 4 BD-2 variety. 

This remarkable specimen has bright semiprooflike fields with attractive yellow-gold patina. The high points of the cap and the curl to the 
left of the ear are softly defined, as are the margins, but the rest of the details are sharp. A few minor abrasions are indicative of the grade. 

NGC and PCGS combined report 80 Capped Head half eagles, but this number undoubtedly includes some resubmissions. It is not clear 
how many are Plain 4 versus Crosslet 4 as NGC did not originally distinguish between the two, but it is likely that fewer than half that 
number are the Plain 4 variety. Not surprisingly, the 1834 is extremely rare in Uncirculated grades. Only two MS65 specimens have been 
certified (both at NGC), one Plain 4 and one Crosslet 4, and none have been graded finer. The present coin is therefore the finest known 
Plain 4 representative. (#8160)

Near-Mint State 1858-S Half Eagle 
Just One Mint State Coin Known 




5047 1858-S AU58 PCGS. Garrett and Guth write: “The 1858- 
S half eagle is an issue that saw extensive commercial usage. 
There were only 18,600 of these coins produced, and very few 
have survived. Of the small number of known examples, nearly 
all are very heavily worn.” This near-Mint piece is one of a 
handful of exceptions, brightly lustrous with sun-yellow and 
canary surfaces. Both sides show a number of fine abrasions, 
deepest at the lower right obverse, and just a hint of friction 
over the well-defined high points. An important early San 
Francisco condition rarity. Population: 6 in 58, 1 finer (9/11).

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Marvelous MS68 1907 Half Eagle 



5048 1907 MS68 NGC. Uniquely among the Coronet Liberty 
gold denominations of 1907, this is not an end-of-the-series 
issue; a considerable mintage of 1908 Gobrecht five dollar 
pieces preceded that year’s Indian Head production. As a result, 
the 1907 half eagle tends to be forgotten by numismatists 
at-large, for it is neither a great rarity nor so common that 
it is specifically sought out by type enthusiasts. Its certified 
population, according to the NGC Census Report, has a well- 
defined peak at MS62, buffered by substantial populations in 
MS61, MS63, and MS64, with finer examples scarce. 

It is this long right-side tail, of course, that intrigues the 
high-end collector. Gems of the 1907 half eagle, though scarce, 
are still available for a price in the marketplace. Fewer than 
four dozen MS66 coins are listed in the Census Report, however, 
indicating a borderline condition rarity. Just half a dozen 
Superb Gems have been certified by NGC, a figure that makes 
it astonishing that there should be as many as three MS68 
pieces graded by that service, with none finer (10/11). 

The surfaces are as smooth as a collector can expect for 
an MS68 coin, and the apricot-gold luster has the frosty 
texture seen on the best representatives. The strike is strong 
overall, with only the slightest bluntness visible on the hair 
over Liberty’s ear. Her cheek is clean, and only a line of tiny 
defects to the left of her lips precludes an even finer designation.

Perhaps 10 Examples Survive Today 



5049 1860 PR64 Cameo NGC. Regardless of the date, proof 
No Motto half eagles are elusive. Official mintage records 
place the total production for 1860 at just 62 coins. Some 
of them were melted as unsold by the Mint, leaving the net 
mintage even smaller. Garrett and Guth believe that “the 
majority” of the 62 coins were melted and suggest that as 
many as 10 examples survive today. In addition to coins in 
the Smithsonian Institution and the ANS, we are aware of 
these examples: Eliasberg, lot 496; Amon Carter, lot 678; 
Garrett, lot 482; Norweb, lot 862; and Ullmer, lot 447. The 
Atwater, Flanagan, and Morgenthau (sale 418) coins Breen 
mentions may be different from the others enumerated here. 
The Harry Bass specimen is the Ullmer coin. 

This coin, formerly in the Lake Highlands Collection, has 
a small Mint-made flaw in the left obverse field at eye level. 
Another small flaw appears at the border outside star 2. A third 
appears below the digit 0 in the date. All three of these flaws 
are virtually identical to those in the plate of the Bass coin, 
although they are different specimens. In the past, we have 
referred to them as “pedigree identifiers,” but now we suggest 
merely that such surface marks, obviously as struck, might assist 
in tracking the pedigree of a specific coin. 

The present example exhibits a few other marks unseen on 
the Bass plate. One is a small lint mark in the right obverse 
field, immediately to the right of the top most hair strand 
behind Liberty’s neck. The reverse has a tiny disturbance on 
the rim below the pellet between U and F. 

The present example is a lovely and choice proof example 
with strong cameo contrast. The devices are lustrous with 
medium yellow color, while the fields are fully and deeply 
reflective. A few other scattered lint marks do little to diminish 
the broad eye appeal. Census: 2 in 64, 1 finer (10/11).

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Superb Gem Cameo Proof 1881 Five 
The Better Bass Example 



5050 1881 PR67 Cameo NGC. In our January 2011 FUN auction, 
the last time Heritage handled a PR67 Cameo specimen of 
the 1881 half eagle, we noted the Census Report at the time 
as showing two examples at that grade level with none finer, 
speculating that the two entries may be for the same coin. Now 
there are three such PR67 Cameo entries according to NGC, 
with none at that level known to PCGS and none finer (10/11). 
It is also confirmed that at least two of those represent distinct 
coins, as the present example, pedigreed to the Harry W. Bass, Jr. 
Collection, is clearly not the coin from the previous appearance 
(there is no copper spot on Liberty’s cheek, for one). 

While just 15 to 20 examples are estimated to survive today 
out of 42 proofs officially struck, Harry W. Bass, Jr. owned two 
examples, both of which were deaccessioned in the four-part 
auction of his collection. The lesser example, then-graded 
MS63 by PCGS, sold in Part II, while the present coin, graded 
PR65 PCGS at the time, sold in Part IV. The cataloger of the 
time called it a “grand combination of beauty and rarity,” and 
this holds true regardless of the grade on the label. 

Both sides have bold field-to-device contrast, black-and- 
gold at the appropriate angles to the light. Well-frosted devices 
are sharply struck, and a planchet flaw in the dentils close to 
star 11 on the obverse does not influence the technical grade 
but serves as a pedigree marker. Outstanding surface quality 
puts this specimen on the top tier of survivors and helps it live 
up to its previous owner’s name.

191 I'D Half Eagle, MS62 
Five'Figure Mintage 



5051 1911-D MS62 NGC. Gold strikings at the Denver Mint in 
1911 favored the largest denomination, the double eagle, to an 
absurd degree. The Colorado facility tallied 846,500 twenties, 
but none of the other gold denominations broke free of the five- 
figure stratum. The 1911-D quarter eagle is the most famous, of 
course, but the 1911-D eagle actually has a lower mintage. At 
72,500 pieces struck, the 1911-D half eagle is no slouch, either, 
and the MS62 example offered here is a coin with character. 
Its primarily orange-gold surfaces are warmly lustrous with 
scattered blue-violet copper spotting which appears mainly at 
the rims. The obverse looks as if it might have a claim to an 
even finer designation, though the reverse shows a number of 
light to moderate abrasions. Census: 51 in 62, 36 finer (10/11).

1910 ‘Roman Gold’ Five Dollar, PR67 ★ 
Bright and Seemingly Flawless 



5052 1910 PR67 ★ NGC. The special nature of Roman Finish 
gold is not generally appreciated by collectors. When the Mint 
switched from the traditional brilliant finish to the matte finish 
in 1908, it was a rough transition. Apparently collectors were 
caught by surprise when the switchover occurred. Their general 
displeasure is best seen by the numbers minted in the two 
years: 167 proofs in 1908 vs. 78 in 1909. Collectors were not 
silent about their displeasure either. Editorials appeared in The 
Numismatist and a resolution was sent by the ANA Board to the 
Mint in 1908. 

The Mint attempted to placate collectors by altering the 
finish in 1909 and subsequently in 1910. The finish on these 
pieces lacked the sandblasting seen in 1908. Rather, the coins 
were struck from special blanks and special dies, but there was 
no post-striking treatment. The result was a “bright” proof, as 
Mint personnel termed it. 

This new finish was not appreciated by collectors either. In 
fact, it was disliked even more than the previous matte finish, 
particularly because the coins were not easily distinguishable 
from circulation strikes. This negative reaction had Mint 
officials jumping through hoops once again, and in 1911 they 
reverted to the matte finish. But for two years, proof gold was 
struck with this special process, so minimal it was almost a 
non-process. Special blanks and special dies created bright, 
shimmering coins. To the untrained eye, they do appear 
superficially like circulation strikes — except for the razor- 
sharp definition and uniformly bright surfaces. 

The surfaces on this piece are bright yellow-gold with a 
fine-grain texture to the surfaces. We see no obvious or 
mentionable defects on either side of this magnificent coin. A 
rare opportunity to acquire an Indian half eagle struck in this 
rare, two-year proofing process.

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1915 Sandblast PR66 Five Dollar 
Only 75 Pieces Originally Minted 



5053 1915 PR66 NGC. CAC. The 1915 matte proof issues are 
the rarest across the board of all the matte and Roman Finish 
proofs produced from 1908 through 1915. In the case of the 
1915 five dollar, only 75 pieces were struck, a clear indication 
of the collecting public’s disenchantment with the sandblast 
process on proof coins. While the 1915 is a major 20th century 
rarity (in any gold denomination), in the past its actual scarcity 
has been overestimated. Years ago estimates of the number of 
survivors ranged from 12 to 20 pieces. We believe, based on 
handling a number of proofs of this date over the years, that the 
number of survivors is probably in the 25-35 coin range. 

The 1915 is said to have a coarser sandblast finish. While 
true, the difference in the size of the granules from year to year is 
usually only noticeable when a side-by-side comparison is made 
between years. The one exception is the 1908, an issue that is 
recognizable by color and granularity with the date covered. 

The surfaces of this piece are interesting to anyone who has 
examined a number of matte proofs. The greenish-gold color of 
the coin shows a subtle mix of lilac in the reverse fields, a sign 
we like on gold as it usually indicates untampered originality. 
Grading sandblast finish gold is a tedious process as there are 
usually so few obvious defects that detract from a “perfect” 
coin. On this piece, the only surface flaw we see is a razor-thin 
mark behind the Indian’s headdress extending into the field 
between stars 9 and 10. This is apparent at one angle, then it 
disappears when tilted at another angle. By way of an actual 
pedigree identifier, we see only one. There is a small brown spot, 
apparently from an improper mixture of the gold/copper alloy 
in the left reverse field above the P in PLURIBUS. One of the 
premier rarities in the five dollar Indian series. Census: 7 in 66, 
2 finer (10/11). (#8546)

Near-Gem BD-10 1799 Large Stars Obverse Eagle 
Sharply Struck and Free of Adjustment Marks 



5054 1799 Large Stars Obverse MS64 NGC. CAC. Breen-6841, 
Taraszka-22, BD-10, R.3. Bass-Dannreuther Obverse State 
a / Reverse State a, no clashing, lapping or cracks. The 1799 
eagle mintage was reported as 37,449 pieces, and its production 
and that of 1801, at 44,344 coins are the highest among the 
eight differently dated issues available for the series. The 1799 
BD-10 is rated R.3, or “somewhat scarce” within this overall- 
rare series, making it a constant and appealing target for type 
or date collectors. The Guide Book lists two varieties, the Large 
Obverse Stars and Small Obverse Stars, although one must drill 
further down among those two broad variety classifications for 
large distinctions in rarity and price. 

The 1799 Large Stars Obverse BD-10, as noted is one of 
the most available of the early eagles, along with the 1799 
Small Stars Obverse BD-7; the single die pairing known for 
1800, BD-1; and the BD-2 of 1801. The 1799 Large Stars 
Obverse coins are known from only two die pairings, both 
sharing the same obverse, but the BD-9 is a very rare marriage 
of which Bass-Dannreuther estimate that only 14 to 18 pieces 
survive. The BD-10 is estimated to have 300-400 survivors in 
all grades. This coin, at the near-Gem level, is nonetheless a 
conditional rarity, and a coin likely to see spirited bidding from 
type collectors when it comes up for auction. 

The date 1799 and Large Stars Obverse are sufficient for 
the obverse attribution. On the reverse, a leaf touches the I in 
AMERICA at the lower right tip, and the lowest berry is under 
the right foot of the last A. The eagle’s beak touches, or nearly 
touches, two different star points. 

The present near-Gem is free of planchet adjustment marks 
and displays consistent, attractive green-gold surfaces with 
excellent mint luster throughout. The strike is well-executed, 
save for a couple of the obverse stars at the right border, usually 
seen on this die pairing. A high-end example of this popular 
early type, with the CAC green label. NGC reports 48 at 
the MS64 level for the Small Stars Obverse and Large Stars 
Obverse types combined, with seven coins finer. With the 
CAC approbation, that service reports five at the MS64 level, 
with but two pieces finer, both MS65 (10/11). (#8562)

Ultra Cameo PR66 1866 With Motto Ten 



5055 1866 Motto PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. As the beginning of 
the Motto sequence of proof ten dollar gold coins, the 1866 
issue initiates a period of greater affordability relative to the 
No Motto pieces. Of course, this must be viewed in the context 
of mid'19th century proof gold, which practically guarantees a 
baseline price in the five figures; still, it cannot be ignored that 
the pre-1866 pieces experience a collective pressure from type 
collectors that is far more diffuse for the With Motto dates. 

The huge prices, of course, come from tiny mintages; the 
nominal production of 30 specimens is in no way reflective of 
its current rarity, estimated at 10 to 12 or slightly more survivors. 
With so few coins extant, it is hardly a surprise that the date 
seldom comes up for auction, and when they do, the results can 
be dramatic for high-quality coins, such as the $97,750 brought 
by a PR66 Cameo NGC example in December 2003. If a PR66 
Cameo specimen could go so high eight years ago, what is the 
ceiling for the present PR66 Ultra Cameo coin? 

One fact is for certain: this is not the same coin as the 2003 
sale, upgraded in contrast. No, this coin has its own pedigree 
markers, including a tiny planchet defect appearing as a dot 
above the gap between the TE of TEN. Gleaming fields switch 
between sun-yellow and “black” depending on the angle to 
the light, while the thickly frosted devices remain constant. 
Carefully preserved save for two tiny rim imperfections visible 
at top and bottom of the obverse. Census: 1 in 66 Ultra Cameo,

Lower-Mintage 1915 Double Eagle 
Conditionally Rare MS65 



5056 1915 MS65 PCGS. By the 1910s, the golchcoin economy 
had shifted irrevocably to the west, with San Francisco a far 
more important issuer of double eagles than the main Mint in 
Philadelphia. The onset of World War I in Europe only fueled 
this trend, cutting off one of the few reasons for the East Coast 
mint to make the denomination, and the 1915 twenties were 
the last of their denomination’s Philadelphia issues until 1920. 
This Gem, tied for numerically finest at PCGS (10/11), has 
strong and swirling apricot-gold luster with light satiny texture 
and a pale orange overtone. A single abrasion to the left of the 
base of Liberty’s branch contributes to the grade. (#9167) 
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Rare Gem 1925-D Double Eagle 
Virtually Unimprovable Example 



5057 1925-D MS65 NGC. Make no mistake: The 1925-D Saint- 
Gaudens double eagle is very rare today, especially at the Gem 
level of the present piece. It is, however, like several of the 
mintmarked double eagle issues from the mid-1920s — 1924' 
S, 1925-S, 1926-D, 1926-S — an issue that is slightly less rare 
today than in days gone by. 

The mintage figure of nearly 3 million Denver Mint double 
eagles in 1925 is absolutely meaningless, as most of those 
coins met their maker in the 1930s, succumbing to the Mint’s 
melting pots following the Gold Recall of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in 1933. Others were exported to Europe and the 
Southern Hemisphere in the late 1920s. Repatriated examples 
supply most collecting needs today, while a few higher-grade 
pieces were preserved by the small number of collectors who 
purchased coins directly from the Denver Mint. 

“Conditionally elusive” is insufficient to describe the grade 
rarity of the 1925-D in Gem condition. This is an issue that falls 
off a cliff at the Gem level. PCGS has seen 126 certifications at the 
MS64 level, with five in MS65 and two in MS66. At NGC the 
numbers are similar: 88 in MS64, seven in MS65, one in MS66 
— and those totals certainly comprise duplicates (10/11). 

The 1925-D is, nonetheless, a well-made and attractive issue 
on those rare occasions when a high-grade example appears. 
This Gem NGC coin shows the frosty luster and sharp strike 
the issue is known for. A light accent of lilac complements the 
prevailing deep reddish-gold coloration. There are only a few 
light marks, none of them obvious or distracting, in keeping 
with the Gem grade level. A coin that is virtually unimprovable, 
given the paucity of finer-graded examples. (#9181) 
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1927-S Twenty Dollar, Fabulous MS66 
Among the Finest Known of This Rarity 



5058 1927-S MS66 NGC. Long regarded as a legendary rarity 
within the series of Saint-Gaudens double eagles, the 1927-S 
has properly maintained its high profile status to this day. 

This wonderfully preserved example possesses an attractive 
mix of apricot and yellow-gold patination, and exhibits 
characteristically vibrant luster. The design elements are 
exceptionally well struck, with the Capitol building showing 
strong definition on the vertical pillars. Two lengthy die 
cracks that nearly connect in the right obverse field are not an 
uncommon feature on 1927-S Saints. It is devoid of significant 
marks, save for an inoffensive shallow linear abrasion on 
Liberty’s chest. A slightly curved scrape is noted on the sun. As 
it runs parallel to the rim, we believe this is probably some sort 
of mint-made flaw, possibly having to do with ejection from the 
die. Perhaps the parent die was over polished in this area. This 
same mint-caused “scrape” was also noticed on the amazing 
specimen from the Connecticut Public Library that currently 
resides in a PCGS MS67 holder and realized an impressive 
$345,000 in the Phillip Morse Collection Sale. 

While not quite on the scale as that Superb, record-breaking 
representative, the extraordinary eye appeal of this lovely 
Premium Gem and the ever-increasing degree of interest in 
20th century gold rarities is sure to generate an unprecedented 
amount of bidder interest. Census: 4 in 66, 2 finer (10/11).

1913 Saint-Gaudens Twenty, PR66 
Matte Proof Mintage of 58 Examples 



5059 1913 PR66 NGC. Mintage of proof Saint-Gaudens double 
eagles declined to a meager 58 pieces in 1913, reflecting the 
continued lack of collector enthusiasm for the various matte 
proof finishes employed by the Mint in that time period. The 
Mint reverted to the matte finish in 1913, abandoning the 
lighter sandblast finish of 1912. This resulted in a slightly 
coarser texture, similar to the surfaces of the 1908 proofs, with 
a slightly darker color and more subdued luster. The Mint 
seems to have estimated demand for this issue quite closely, as 
a high percentage of the small mintage was saved and the date 
is more available today than the small production figure would 
suggest. David Akers estimates the surviving population at 
35-55 pieces in all grades. 

At the Premium Gem level, the 1913 proof is quite rare in 
an absolute sense, as NGC has certified only 12 coins in that 
exalted grade, with 13 specimens finer, while PCGS has graded 
only two examples in PR66, with none finer (10/11). It seems 
likely that the NGC total may include a few resubmissions and 
crossovers. 

The present coin is a delightful Premium Gem, with evenly 
colored khaki-gold surfaces. As expected from this issue, the 
design elements exhibit razor-sharp definition throughout. The 
columns of the Capitol are individually countable, and the 
lower stars and oak leaves are fully brought up. Close inspection 
with a glass reveals no mentionable defects on either side, 
and visual appeal is tremendous. This offering represents an 
important opportunity for proof gold specialists, as this is only 
the fifth time Heritage has been privileged to offer a 1913 proof 
double eagle in PR66 condition. (#9210) 
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1915 Matte PR65 Saint-Gaudens Twenty 
Final Year With Sandblast Finish, Series Key 



5060 1915 PR65 NGC. The 1915 is the key to the short series of 
matte and Roman Finish twenties. Its rarity is immediately 
obvious when one looks at the mintage of 50 pieces, a function 
of both the value of a twenty dollar gold piece in 1915 and 
the difficulty of preserving such a coin for 96 years. The most 
reliable estimate of the number of survivors is 25 to 30 coins, or 
somewhere around 50% of the mintage. Proofs from 1915 are 
generally described as having a coarser, “sandpaper-like” finish 
with larger granules in the matte surface. 

High-grade examples of the 1915 proof twenty are especially 
challenging. Most survivors show some tiny blemishes that 
prevent a grade higher than PR65. PCGS has graded no 1915 
proofs higher than PR65. NGC has certified 10 finer, nine as 
PR66 and a single PR67. This is unlike previous years where 
high-grade survivors are relatively plentiful, with “relatively 
plentiful” defined as between 3 and 12 PR67 coins graded with 
the occasional PR68. There is no reason we know of for the lack 
of high-grade examples of this issue. 

This example has the expected larger-grain matte finish. 
The color is pale greenish-yellow. The flaws are limited to a 
couple of shallow contact marks on the bent knee of Liberty 
— so shallow that the sandblast surface was undisturbed — and 
there is none of the shininess often seen when contact marks 
appear on matte proofs. There are several interesting brownish 
alloy spots around the rims. This is a trait we have noticed on 
other 1915 proof Saints. On this piece, the most noticeable 
ones and the ones that could be used for pedigree purposes, are 
on the reverse rim at 4 and 7 o’clock with another small one at 
the bottom of the N of IN. This is a prime rarity that is seldom 
available. (#9212)

5061 1892 Columbian PR63 PCGS. While prooflike examples of the 
Columbian half dollars are frequent visitors to the numismatic 
marketplace, true proofs are seldom encountered. This lovely 
Select proof has faint violet toning over fully mirrored fields and 
bold design motifs. The reverse shows slight cameo contrast. Here 
is an important opportunity for the advanced commemorative 
specialist. Population: 17 in 63, 22 finer (9/11). (#9295) 


5062 1836 Gold Dollar, Judd-67, Pollock-70, R.5, PR65 Cameo 
PCGS. The obverse features a Liberty cap surrounded by rays of 
glory, similar in design to certain contemporary Mexican issues. 
The reverse features the denomination 1 D. within a coiled palm 
frond, with the date below and UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
above. Christian Gobrecht is credited with both designs. Struck in 
gold with a plain edge. This is the first gold dollar pattern. 

This pattern design was restruck in the late 1850s and 1860s. 
The Wilkison example is clearly overstruck on an 1859 gold dollar. 
This example shows no evidence of an undertype. This piece 
has a coin alignment, an indication of an original striking. The 
appearance is breathtaking. The surfaces are bright yellow-gold 
except for the reverse where there is a significant presence of 
reddish-coppery color. The devices are starkly contrasted against 
the deeply mirrored fields. Disturbances in the fields are limited 
to a few lint marks, one of which is in the upper obverse and has a 
snake-like appearance. (#11260)

PCGS. The obverse offers a Liberty cap appropriately inscribed 
and surrounded by a glory of rays, the same motif used for the 1836 
Mint medal celebrating the advent of steam coinage. The reverse 
features a large 1 D. in two lines, surrounded by a palm frond, with 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and the date 1836 around the 
rim. Struck in silver with a plain edge. Surely one of the most 
popular and widely collected of the early patterns. Each side of this 
rare piece has deep smoke-gray toning with silver centers. (#11264) 


1849 Three Cent Silver Pattern, PR64 
Judd-112 Original 



5064 1849 Three Cent Silver, Judd-112 Original, Pollock-126, Low 
R.7, PR64 NGC. The obverse die is of the Seated Liberty half 
dime, while the reverse bears the Roman numeral III with no other 
legends. A “coin without a country,” struck in a 60:40 silver:copper 
alloy with a reeded edge. Save for a couple of unique and unusual 
pieces listed in Judd for 1840 and 1846, the 1849 three cent patterns 
in their several varieties are the first U.S. pattern coins struck since 
1839—or, to put it more precisely, bearing a date after 1839. The 
pinkish-gray, well-struck surfaces on both sides are appealing, despite 
some minor field chatter and planchet laminations that are almost 
exclusively seen on the reverse. Census: 1 in 64, 1 finer (10/11).

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1849 Three Cent Silver Pattern, PR64 
Judd-113 Original, ‘Ugly Duckling’ 



5065 1849 Three Cent Silver, Judd-113 Original, Pollock-127, High 
R.7, PR64 PCGS. CAC. The ungainly design of this three cent 
silver pattern has earned it the nickname “Ugly Duckling.” The 
obverse features a large Arabic numeral 3, while the reverse displays 
the Roman numeral III. No other design elements or lettering are 
present on either side. The Judd reference notes this issue was struck in 
a silver/copper composition of unknown proportions, but the PCGS 
holder gives this specimen a weight of 19.14 grs. and a composition 
of 97.8% Ag, 1.9% Cu and trace amounts of another material 
(details obscured by the CAC sticker). Struck with a plain edge. 

Per Judd, this issue is known in both original and restrike issues, 
but USPatterns.com believes all examples were struck after the 
1849 date. Probably only 8-12 specimens are still extant. 

The present coin displays light golden-brown patina on both 
sides and the surfaces are well-preserved throughout. A few darker 
color spots are evident on the reverse, below The III. Population: 4 
in 64, 0 finer (9/11). (#11495) 


1849 Three Cent Pattern, PR65 
Judd-114, None Certified Finer 



5066 1849 Three Cent Silver, Judd-114, Pollock-128, Low R.7, 
PR65 NGC. A simple, but effective design, consisting of the 
numeral 3 on one side and its Roman numeral equivalent on 
the other. Struck in copper-nickel, with a plain edge. The well- 
preserved surfaces display a mixture of original red and lavender- 
blue patina. Probably fewer than a dozen specimens remain extant. 
Census: 2 in 65, 0 finer (10/11). (#11498) 


1850 One Cent, Judd-124 Restrike, PR64 



5067 1850 One Cent, Judd-124 Restrike, Pollock-139, Low R.7, 
PR64 NGC. Judd-124 was an experiment in producing a 
smaller-size cent piece, one intended, of course, to be produced 
in silver with a central perforation to lower the weight and 
corresponding silver content (this example was not perforated). 
The originals were produced in billon (90% copper, 10% silver), 
with weights from 24 to 26 grains, but they were too subject to 
counterfeiting, among other difficulties with the issue. Restrikes 
were struck in copper-nickel, with a plain edge. 

Light gray-rose color covers both sides, with some minor flecks 
noted on both sides but nonetheless attractive. The reverse (ONE

Most of the specimens we have handled in the past have been gilt, 
but that is not the case here. The surfaces are definitely brown but 
have a mixture of multicolored iridescence over each side.

This available die pairing 
is recognized on the obverse by star 7, which has one point at 
the juncture of the upper and lower curls on Liberty’s forehead. 
Most examples, including the present one, show die clashing in 
obverse fields. Multiple vertical die lines run down to the rim 
from below the forward portion of the bust. On the reverse, a 
heavy defect ridge or die line runs from the scroll beneath the 
initial E, downward to the center of the left (facing) wing. 

The half dollars of 1814 were produced in relatively large 
number for the time, some 1.04 million pieces. Those coins 
were produced using only eight obverse and nine reverse dies, 
combining to make nine known die marriages for the year. The 
dies were obviously pushed to the limits, and several varieties 
of 1814 are well-known for die clashes, breaks, die erosion, and 
the other ailments that overstressed dies can produce. The 
Overton reference notes that “the year 1814 produced some of 
the most severely clashed dies of the entire [Bust half] series.” 

The 0-103 and O-108a varieties of the 1814 are the only 
two rated as R.l or common, although others rank R.2, and 
only the 0-106 is rare. In the case of this coin, however, the 
sheer commonness of the 0-103 variety makes it fodder 
for a phenomenal coin such as this, a simply unbelievable 
piece. The mint luster, thick and frosted, displays abundantly 
evident through the toning. The centers are silver-gray, with 
a light accent of rose surrounded by cobalt-blue at the extreme 
margins on each side. As is the case for many 1814 half dollars, 
this piece is quite sharply struck (although, as the Overton 
reference points out, that sharp strike came at the expense of 
sharp die clashing when there was no intervening planchet). 
As demanded at this incredible grade level, there are no visible 
abrasions or adjustment marks, save for the aforementioned die 
clashing in the fields. 

When we offered this piece in our 2009 FUN Winter 
Auction, we wrote: 

“This piece has many, many clashes, perhaps the most 
interesting of which are the ‘ear bars’ from the clashing 
of the reverse shield on Liberty’s hair curls and ear. ... 
Aside from the interesting die state, however, this coin 
is incredibly well struck and well preserved, despite the 
advanced state of both dies.” 

As was the case for that appearance, this piece is atop the 
Stephen Herrman Condition Census, ahead of two MS67 
pieces. The finest known, destined to be a cornerstone of a fine 
collection.

The U.S. Mint changed its 
method of manufacturing all proof gold denominations in 1902, 
continuing through 1907 when the matte proof gold coins of 
the Pratt and Saint-Gaudens designs were introduced. The 
new manufacturing method removed much of the deep contrast 
between brightly reflective fields and heavily frosted devices, 
to a finish that the Breen Proof Encyclopedia calls semibrilliant 
rather than frosty. 

No more than 77 complete gold proof sets containing all 
four denominations could have been produced, given the 
77-coin reported production of the eagle, but a few singletons 
were usually ordered from the Mint as well. Even though earlier 
Liberty Head half eagle proof productions of the 1900-1905 
timeframe were well into the three-digit range, the mintage of 
the last two proofs, in 1906 and 1907, were reported as just 85 
and 92 coins, respectively. The Breen proof reference calls the 
1906 half eagle “actually rare” and gives the attributes as “high 
date, left base of 1 over a dentil.” 

The rarity of the present Superb Gem 1906 is compounded 
by the Cameo designation, making this piece one of only five 
such at NGC, with a single PR68 Cameo finer. PCGS has seen 
three certification events at the PR66 Cameo level, with none 
finer (10/11). The surfaces on this piece are remarkably well- 
preserved, as evidenced by the high numeric grade. The only 
identifying marks are a short, shallow one on Liberty’s chin and 
a paper-thin contact mark above the eagle’s head. The surfaces 
are bright and deeply reflective, with orange-gold coloration 
prevailing against contrast that is evident but not profound.
